THE SAXTON BILL PASSED 


ALL BUT FOUR DEMOCRATS 
VOTED AGAINST IT. 

JUDGE GREENE’S UNOFFICIAL BALLOT 
AMENDMENT DEFEATED BY A STRICT 
PARTY VOTE—THE BILL DEBATED. 


ALBANY, March 13.—The Saxton Ballot-Re- 
form bill passed the Assembly this morning 
after the obnoxious amendment which Judge 
Greene inserted in the Judiciary Committee 
Was expunged. On its final passage 72 votes 
were cast for it and 51 against it. No Repub- 
lican voted in the negative, but rour Democrats 
voied with the Republicans in the affirmative, 
three of them—Messrs. Brady, Kerrigan, and 
Menninger—bdeing County Demovrats and one a 


Tammany man—William Sohmer— of the Tenth 
District. 


Mr. Sohmer’s vote took the House by surprise, 
and it was variously commented upon. It was 
understood, however, that Mr. Sonmer repre- 
sents a small and independent number of men 
in Tammany Hall who sincerely believe in bal- 
lotreform. When he was nominated last Fall 
he made a pledge that, in the event of his elec- 
tion, he would vote for the Saxton bill Within 
the last forty-eight hours pressure of all kinds, 
in all shapes, and from all sources was brought 
to bear upon him, but he courageously and 
tenaciously maintained his position that he 
would live up to his pledge. 

Hie colleagues informed him that he was sim- 
ply cutting his political throat by his course. 
Whether he has done so or not remains for the 
Tammany organization to determine. 

Mr. Dinkelspiel of the County Democrats and 
John Martin voted with the Tammany and Hill 


Democrats, thus renewing the old story that 
ey both men would rejoin Tammany 
all 
It was after 3 o’clock when the Ballot-Reform 
bill was ordered returned to the Senate, The 
House had been in session since 10:30, and 
several Republicans nsisted upon adjourning 
in order tojhang up the £axton Corrupt Prao- 
tices act which, it bad been agreed, would be 
acted upon at the same time as the Ballot- 
Reform bill. These Rennblicans hela that the 
Governor Was ceriain to veto the Ballot Ke- 
form, as he was to sign the Corrupt-Practices 
bill, aud they did not want to play into his 
hands. But Gen, Husted held the House to its 
agreement and ordered the second pill to be 
read, The Republicans on the floor were equal 
to the occasion. They were determined That 
the two bills should not reach the Governor at 
the same time. They therefore saddled two 
amendments on the second bill which will 
send it back to the Senate, while the Ballot- 
Reform billis in the hands of the Governor. 
This is what is called party politics. 
The most interesting feature of the debate to- 
day were the explanations offered by Mr, Peck 
of Cortland and Mr. Towne of Chautsuqua for 
their remarkable performance the other day in 
remaining silent in the Judiciary Committee 
when Judge Greene introduced his amendment 
to allow the use of unofficial ballots when a can- 
didate is ineligible or withdraws. Had they 
voted with their Republican colleagues, this 
assassin-like amendment would not have been 
introduced, and the House to-day would have 
been saved an hour’s time, 
Mr. Peck's explanation is unique. He said he 
did not anderstand the purpose of the aménd- 
ment and, as he ia a conscientious legislator, he 
did not propose to put himself on record until 
he knew just what it proposed to do. To-day, 
though, after he bad investigated the matter, 
he came to the conclusion that it would destroy 
the efticlency of the whole bill. This was in an- 
swer to a question of Mr. Sheehan’s for the rea- 
gon for expunging it. ; 
Mr. Towne’s reason was 80 truly like an argu- 
ment of Gov. Hill’s that it was strongly sus- 
pected that Mr. Towne was willing to make a 
slight concession io the Governor in the ex- 
pectation that the Governor .would_ make a 
slight concession to him when the Fredonta 
Normal School bill comes before him. He said 
tbat he had taken his position deliberateiy, and 
it was well known that the annual flat had 
gone forth from the Executive Chamber tiat 
the bill was to bs vetoed, and he couldn’t un- 
derstand why the party should not make con-+ 
cessious enough to guarantee the signing of the 
bill. 
** We tried to put the Governorin a hole,” he 
said, ‘‘and we bave been Knocking our heads 
for years against a stone wall andthe Governor 
has now put us door down in the well’—a 
favorite Chautauqua County expression, used 
on acertain aemorable occasion by that well- 
known and highly-respectable politician, Mr. 
**Lo” Sessions, when he and Mr. Bradley had 
their little difficulty in the Summer of 1881. 

Judge Greeuve contended thatif there was a 
good reason for providing unofficial ballots in 
case of death, unofiicial ballots ought to be 

used in the event of a candidate’s withdrawing 
or becoming ineligible. 

Mr. Acker, Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, who had charge of the bill, declared 
that the object of ballot reform was to produce 
an official ballot, pure and simple. This amend- 
ment struck at the very vital part of the bill 
and it should be stricken out to preserve the 
purity of the ballot. He said the earnest, 
thoughtful pore of the State wauted baliot 
reform, and the words in this ‘amendment 
would open up a fleld of corruption, It was the 
duty of every member to stand up and strike 
them out. “ Letus,” be said, ‘meet the issue 
fairly and squarely, and bot quibble over the 
question of official or unotticial ballot. 

‘Every one understood thati t was an attempt 
of political managers and politicians to deceive 
the people, and the object of this amendment 
was to insert in the bill somethiuge insidious 
that would destroy its usefulness and the very 
object that its promoters and those interested 
in it desired to attain.” 

To have heard Judge Greene express himself 
one would bave imagined that the Judge had 
been one of the earliest, strongest, and most 
devoted friends of the movement. He took ex- 
ception to Mr, Acker’s insinuation that the poli- 
tieiana desired to insert an insidious amendment, 
‘““Why,” he exclaimed, “over one hundred 
amendments have been made to this bill since 
it wae first introduced, and why do you object 
to this simple little one now? You would ex- 
clude us trom voting for it if you refuse ua the 
chance to amend it.” What he desired above 
all things was to seg a perfected bill, one that 
both Democrats and Republicans could vote for, 

The motion to strike out the Greene amend- 
ment was carried—67 to 53—a Strict party vote. 

Judge Greene then attempted to insert au 
amendment in Section 16 providing that the 
sumple and official ballots should be alike, but 
the House voted this down without a division. 

These preliminary skirmishes out of the way, 
the House proceeded to the discussion of the 
bill proper. Mr. Sheehan, whose natural pro- 
pensities lead him to fizht when he oan’t filt- 
buster and to filibueter when be can’t fight, 
moved to substitute the Linson bill tor the Sax- 
ton. Mr. Whipple objected on the ground that 
such a motion was Dot in order. A 

“Then,” demanded Sheenan, ‘I want the bill 
read through, section by sectior.”’ 

Mr. Fish, who was in the chair, very properly 
ruled the motion out of order. Mr. Sheehan 
then moved to'substitute the Linson bill, but 
waived reading it. 

John Martin, the lone representative of the 
Voorhees Democracy, who has been counted 
upon as @ probable supporter of the Saxton 
bill, and whose district organization was one 
of the foremost to pronounce in tavor of bal- 
lot reform, wade @ carefully-prepared argu- 
ment against the bill, but such of his argu- 
ments that were brilliant were not original, 
and those that were original were not brilliant. 
He would like a remedy for existing evils with- 
out bringing other worse evils. Ballot reform 
had passed Troms the domain of theory to prav- 
tical politics, and he would discuss it from a 
practical, point of view. The main conten- 
tion was over the olficial and unofficial baliots. 
The Democrats held that the former would 
work a wrong and disfranchise some. The Re- 
publicans retorted that it would not. Those 
disfranchised, if there are any, would be igno- 
raut Democrats, and so the Republicans would 
gain an advantage. The very existence of the 
clause for illiterates showed that the ballot aid 
put a barrier on illiterate voters. Allowing 
election officers to mark the ballots of illiter- 
ates destroyed the essence of the Australian 
ballot, its secrecy. : 

He then spoke of the big petition and said it 
contained the names of many who do not vote. 

“The people of New-York,” he sali, ‘decided 
when they elected Goy. Hill the last time that 
they were for the unofiicial ballot, The Repub- 
licans are not sincere in asking for ballot re- 
form, for in States where most of the illiterate 
vote goes to the Republicans the Republicans 
oppose ballot reform, for they will lose by it. 
In the same way tbe New-York Democrats 
oppose the exclusively official ballot, for they 

will lose most by it. If the Republicans want 
honest elections iu the South, why don’t they 
put in force there the Australian system? Tne 
position of the Republicans in this matter is 
illogical and inconsistent. The oniy way to got 
ballot reform with the present views of the 
Democratic Governor is by compromise.” 

George Busb of Ulster said the question of 
difference between the two big parties was of 
detail, not of principle. The object of bills sup- 
ported by both parties was to prevent intimida- 
tion and bribery, and the bill which satistied 
the people as the more nearly perfect could be 
successtul. He described” the ‘Tasmanian 
dodge,” by which one official ballot is precured, 
given to a voter, who votes and brings out the 
one given him 1p the polls as a voucher. This 
was given to the next Inan and 60 on. 

Mr. Bush attacked the illiterate sianse, and 
sald the Republicans were trying to disfran- 
ohise the mass of foreignera in New-York, who 
were mostly Democrate. Ho urged that the 
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Republicans should give way to the Governor 
if they really wanted ballot rerorm. 

Mr. Henderson of Herkimer believed the As 
sembly was wasting a great deal of time in dis- 
cussing the bill. It was a foregone conclusion 
that the Republicans would vote for it and the 
Democrats against it and the Governor would 
veto it. “We have,’ ne said, “gone to the 
people once; they have indorsed our policy, 
and we can go to them again.” 

Gov. Hill, in the person of Mr. Sheehan, then 
began to attack the bill, and the point at issue 
between the parties was the official ballot. 
There should, he asserted, be no objection to 
each party printing its own ballots, s0 a man 
could prepare his baliot at home or before he 
went to the polls. The briber would not pay 
unless he were sure the voter cast the vote 
given him. The secret apartment of the Linson 
bill would provide that, certainly. Genuine 
ballot reform would benetit the Democratic 
Party in the State. The Saxton bill would dis- 
franchise illiterutes, and Mr. Sheehan defiea 
the Republicans to deny this statement. To 
allow poll clerks to mark the ballote would de- 
stroy a secret ballot and violate the Constitu- 
tion, which meant ‘secret ballot,” according to 
the courts, when the word “ballot® was used. 

Mr. Sheehan regretted that the Republicans 
did not try to meet the Governor half way. The 
bill was full of weaknesses and iucongruities. 
The Republicans drew it carelessly, because 
they thought the Governor would not sign it. 
The Massachueetts law worked well, because, 
in that State, illiterates were not allowed to 
vote. The New-Jersey act,the same as the Linson 
bill, would give New-Jersey real ballot reform. 
The purpose and etiect of the Saxton bill was 
to disfranchise thousands of voters. He would 
refuse to follow the counsel of the labor leaders, 
like Mr. Powderly, who advocated this Saxton 
bill. The Democrats, not the Republicans, were 
the champions of the workingman. 

Mr. Acker of Steuben declared that the 
Democrats, one and all, were trying to make 
excuses. The Saxton bill, instead of violating, 
protected the Constitution. It took away the 
occupation of hundreds of people who now 
thrive by politics. The Dewocrats, he said, 
had been indulging in small fault-finding. Pub- 
lic opinion against bribery had been crystal- 
lized 1n the Saxton bill. All the best and most 
high-winded belicved in the reform. It was 
the duty of every good citizen to support the 
reform. The vital question of the hour was 
whether the purity of the ballot bax was worth 
preserving. 

‘“*We must,” he said, ‘‘ meet the situation like 
men. The bill is constitutional. It disfranchises 
noone. The Constitution does not say ‘secret 
ballot,’ but ‘ballot.’ But the Saxton bill 
actually gives a secret ballot, for the officers 
who help the illiterate to prepare ballots are 
sworn to secrecy. The illiterate Man who can 
count needs no belp from any one,” 

No less a@ Demoorat, he said, than Grover 
Cleveland bad indorsed this ballot reform—a 
Statement which Mr. Sheehan questioned. “If 
it becomes a law,’ concluded Mr, Acker, ‘* when 
the sun rises the day after election he will 
throw his light down upon thousands of polling 
eee and every foul corruption will bite the 

ust.’”’ 

The Sheehan motion to substitute the Linson 
bill was voted down, 55 to 68, a strict part 
Vote. 

Mr. Hitt attempted to insert the registration 
sections of the Linson bill, but Gen. Husted 
ruled them out on the ground that the House 
had already voted them down. Sheehan 
changed a word ortwo and attempted to offer 
them himseif, but the Speaker ruled as before. 

Sneehan appealed, and Fish moved to Jay the 
appeal on the table, The House stood by him. 
Hitt made an etfort to have the bill referred 
back to the Judiciary Committee for amend- 
ment, but was voted down, and the vill was 
ordered to third reading aud passed.

THE ADIRONDACK PAKK LAW. 


CRITICISM3 OF GOV. HILL ON 
ING THE MEASURE, 


ALBANY, March 13.—In approving the bill 
authorizing the purchase by the State of lands 
within the forest preserve of the Adirondacks 
at prices not to exceed $1 50 an acre and ap- 


propriating $25,000 fur this purpose, Gov. Hill 
has filed the following memorandum: 


“The criticism which possibly may be urged 
against itis that itis good enough so far as it goes, 
but thatitis wholly inadequate to meet the re- 
quirements of the situation. Itis not a broad anil 
compreuensive measure providing for the estab- 
lishment ofan Adirondack Park such as ig 1mpera- 
tively demanded by the best interests of the state, 
but itis simply @ siight step in the right direction. 
The authority conferred is very inadequate, the 
amount appropriated is quite limited, the restric- 
tions upon the prices to be pald are likely to pro- 
duce unsatisfactory resulis, the provisions in re- 
gard to apportioament of lands .are incomplete and 
soweWwhbal una wessary, and in many other respecis 
the measure fails snortot what it was hoped the 
Legislature might enact. The bill must be regarded 
as u Were temporary expedient, and as such can do 
no harm, and although it will not afford a proper 
and complete solution of the Adirondack Park 
question, it encourages the hope that in the near 
future a more substantial and adequate measure 
may be pxussed to fully accomplish the objects 
recommended in myrecent message to the Legis- 
lature relating to the subject.”

PERVERSION OF GOD'S GOSPEL. 


BISHOP PARET ON THE REVIVAL SYSTEM 
AND EMOTIONAL RELIGION. 


BALTIMORE, March 13.—Bishop Paret of the 
Episcopal Chureh delivered an address to-day 
at the Business Men’s Prayer Meeting, and in 
the course of it said: 


“Why is it that the field of religion is left to 
women? To my mind there is one reason patent 
among others, and thatis that monstrous perver- 
sion of God’s Gospel known as the revival system. 
lt teaches the idea that before men can worship 
God they must be worked up to some intense emo- 
tionalism or go through certain convulsions of 
feeling, &c. On account of this pernicious idea I 
have seen some of the saddest fruits. 

‘“Lremember acertain member of the Supreme 
Bench of the United states, now dead. He wasa 
learned man, but bad golten this idea of emotional 
religion into his head und died without being bap- 
tized or contirmed. I pray God he will be forgiven 
for the error into whicn he had tallen. 

* Then there are buoks of prayer, crammed full of 
sentimental siuff that men cannot accept. ‘this 
idea of sentiment is afalse one. I cannot feel like 
& woman. I cunnot pray like a woman. Nor is it 
required to aim to fill your prayers with fictitious 
feelings that have no response in the heart. The 
essence of repentance is turn your back upon sin.” 





A ROW IN A FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 13.—The members of 
the Volunteer Fire Department of this city 
are highly incensed at the recent orders of 
the new Commissioners, whereby they are re- 


quired to keep their horses in the stables and 
are prohibited from working them, as they have 
been accustomed to do, therevy making money 
enough from their use to defray a large portion 
of the company’s expenses. 

They asked the Commissioners to rescind the 
order, but this they refused to do. Then they 
asked that the former yearly appropriation of 
$1,800 to each company be increased to $2,500, 
stating that it was the lowest possible amount 
they coulé get aiong with under the new regu- 
lation. ‘This, too, was refused. On Tuesday 
night the leaders of the various companies held 
&@ Secret meeting and decided to make a formal 
demand for the increased appropriations, and 
if it is again refused all of the® companies will 
refuse to respond to alarws after a certain date, 
thus forcing the city into the establishment of 
«w paid department. . 





MONTANA'S RICHEST MAN DEAD. 

Butte, Mon., March 13.—Judge Andrew J. 
Davis, probably the richest man in Montana, 
died last night, aged seventy-one years, His 
estate is variously valued at $6,000,000 to 
$10,000,000.

THE TICKET OF LAST YEAR RENOMI- 
NATED BY THE CONVENTION. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Maroh 13.—The Repub- 
lioan State Convention to-day renominated its 
ticket of last year, including Gen. Horatio 
Rogers for Attorney General, who was defeat- 
ed last year, although running on three tickets. 
The whole matter was cut and dried, the only 
chance for a contest being in the candidacy of 
Charles A. Wilson for the Attorney Generalship 

This gentleman opened a headquarters an 
started a boom a week ago, but he obtained only 
scant encouragement from the city delezation 
and his boom did not see the light. Axainst 
Gov. Herbert W. Ladd the Democrats will run 
John W. Davis, Governor in 1887-8, and who 
last April polled 21,289 votes to 16,870 votes 
for Ladd. Daniel G. Littiefield of Pawtucket, 
the nominee for Lieutenant Governor, has held 
the office one year by grace of the Legislature, 
which was Republican in grand  com- 
mittee by about a dozen votes. He will 
be opposed on the Democraiic ticket by 
William 7. C. Wardwell of Bristol, a new man 
onthe Democratic State ticket, but who has 
been prominent in local politios, Littlefield 
last year polled 5,000 less votes than his Demo- 
cratic competitor. samuel F. Cross, nominee 
for Seoretary of State, bas served the State in 
80me capacity for many years. Edwin D. Mc- 
Guinness, his Democratic competitor, has held 
the office for one year and made a good record. 
Last April McGuinness led Cross over 7,000 
votes. 

Ziba O, Slocum is the Democratic nominee 
who will contest the oflice of Attorney General 
with Rogers again this year. Rogers was his 
only competitor in 1889, where this year he 
will have three, Mr, Slocum was also the only 
candidate for a general office elected by the 
ag last April. Samuel Clark, candidate 
tor General Treasurer, has filled that office for 
many years. He will be opposed on the Demo- 
cratic ticket by John G, Perry of South Kings- 
town, who has once fillea the office and who 
led Clark last year by nearly 5,000 votes. 

The Republican platform claims for the party 
all the credit of the ballot-reform law; says the 
year of Republican control proves that practi- 
cal achievement has taken the place of empty 
theorizing, and indorses Speaker Keed and his 
“strictly constitutional methods.” The action 
of the Democratio House in withholding the 
appropriations to euforce the dismissal of an 
obnoxious public servant is made much of, and 
the public disgrace is laid at the door of the 
Democratic Party. 





PASSING BOGUS DOLLARS. 


ONE OF A GANG OF COUNTERFEITERS 
ARRESTED IN TRENTON. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 13.—A large number 
of counterfeit silver dollars have been detected 
in the banks in this city during the past two 
weeks, and several Government detectives 
have been here trying to discover the persons 
passing the bogus coin, but without success, Late 
last night the police received several com- 
plaints from saloon keepers who had been vic- 
timized during‘the evening, and the local de- 
tectives again took up the investigation which 
had been abandoned in the supposition that the 
counterfeiters had left the city. Taking a de- 


scription of a suspicious ,character who had 
been seen talking to strangers near the resorts 
where the coin was passed, they traved him to 
the railroad station, where he was waitiug for 
the widnight train for Philadelphia. 

He was Dot arrested at Ouce, as the officers 
hopea that he would be joined by others of the 
gang, but the fellow evidently saw that he was 
under surveillance and attempted to enter the 
water Cluset, when Detective Leaby, thinking 
that he might throw away any counterfeit 
money he had on him, placed him under arrest. 
The man showed fight, and in the scuiile 
dropped a bag containing twenty-five spurious 
doliars on the platform. Upon searching him 
at the police station, numerous pawn tickets 
for jewelry and burgiar’s tools were found 
upon him, and in a note book was written the 
addresses of a dozen of the wealthiest families 
ot the city. He gave the name of John Wiill- 
iams and said that be lived in Philadelphia. 

At his hearing to-day he disclaimed all knowl- 
edge of the counterfeit movey, but was held in 
default of $5,000 bail by the United States 
Commissioner. The prisoner is a weil-educated 
man of forty-five, pearly 6 feet in height, with 
dark brown hair and mustache, and piercing 
gray eyes. He is supposed to huve acted as a 
banker for a gang, Who would each take a 
dollar at a time from him and mako asmall 
purchase, getting good money in change and 
rupning little risk of arrest, 4S DO more then 
the one spurious coin could be found on them, 
and if it was detected they apologized and said 
they must have received it in change. The 
pawn tickets were ail on Philadelphia shops, 
aud Chief Wood of that city hus been cuom- 
municated with in the belief that some of hia 
detectives bay recognize the prisoner as ous of 
a gang of crooks, Who bave passed much bad 
money throughout the State, while another 
brauch of the same party have been robbing 
dwellings, 


THHE LEK STATUE ACCEPTED. 


IT WILL PROBABLY REACH RICHMOND 
EKARLY IN MAY. ° 


RICHMOND, Va., March 13.—Mercin’s eques- 
trian bronze statue of Gen. Robert E. Lee has 
been accepted and, it is understood, will bo 
shipped here at once. About ten days ago the 
Lee Monument Association sent Col. Cc. P. E 
Burgyn, the engineer under whose supervision 
the monuwent was erected, to Paris to inspsct 
and, if perfeotly satisfactory, to make the de- 


ferred payment and accept the Lee statue. 
‘Ybls morniug the board received a cablegram 
from Col, Burgyn saying: ‘lhe statue is re- 
celved, Itis magniliceut,.” 

Itis the exvertation of the members of the 
board that the work will be packed auu shipped 
here immediately. It will probably arrive 
early in April. Tbe board still need avout 
$1,500 or $2,000 to pay freight en the statue 
and defray sume other necessary expenses inci- 
dental to bringing it bere. 

The arrangement how is that when the statue 
is removed trom its landing place to the 
pedestai on which it is to stand as a lasting 
memento of the love of his peopie for the great 
chiefiain, it will be hauled through the streets 
by citizens, 

The monument and the statue are to be deedea 
to the State of Virginia.

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DYNAMITE GUNS TESTED 


HFFEOTIVE WORK ON THE 
CKUISER VHESUVIUS. 
THE TRIAL OF THE NEW GUNS EM- 
INENTLY SATISFACTORY—ARRANGE- 
MENT OF THE FUSE ATTACHMENT. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 13.—The final test of 
the guns of the United States dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius was concluded to-day at 4 P. M, 
resulting in a complete success for their makers, 
the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun Company. The 
test was made over a range five miles below 
Chester, and even at this distance the shock of 
the monster projectiles exploding on the surface 
of tae water was sufficient to shake the windows 
of the houses in Chester. 

The test was made before a naval board con- 
sisting of Capt. Robert F. Bradford as Preat- 
dent and Lieut. Commander Henry N. Manney 
and Lieut. Seaton Schroeder as members. The 
handling of the battery was intrusted to 
Capt. J. Rapaeff, M. W. fewall, and H. S. 
Merriman for the dynamite eompany, the 
command of the Vesuvius devolving on the 
veteran sailing master, Capt. Joseph Steele. 
The day for the test was especially fine, the 
forces of the wind being so light as practically 
to unimpede the flight of the projectiles. Every 
arrangement for the test bad been completed 


the day before, so that little time was lost this 
morning in getting the cruiser away from her 
moorings, 

No attempt was made to handle the Vesuyius 
with her own engines, only sufficient steam 
being Carried to work the air pumps and cap- 
stan. Two towboats were employed to handle 
the vessel, while a third acted as tender to the 
cruiser, Instructions had been given the day 
before to the oflicial board and guests to pro- 
ceed to Chester this morning and there await 
the arrival of the cruiser from Philadelphia. 
Accordingly when the Vesuvius left the yard of 
the William Cramp & Sons this morning, with 
the exception of Lieut. Sehroeder ouly the 
crew and firing party were on board. A little 
before 10 the low hull of the Vesuvius was ob- 
served coming down the river, and a little 
later her tender pushed into Chester 
to take off the officlat board, mem- 
bers of the Pneumatic Gun Company, and 
& few guests. Ameng those who joined the 
Vesuvius were Capt. Robert F. Bradford, Lieut. 
Commander H. N. Manney, President A. D. 
Schuyler of the Pneumatic Gun Company, 
Lieut, J. D. J. Kelly, Passed Assistant Engineer 
Mane, William Cramp, Theodore Cramp, Samuel 
Cramp, Dr. F. W. Merriman, Dr. F. K. Priest, 
and Mr. Mathews. This party was joined 
later in the day by Capt. von Pierkowski, late 
of the Imperial German Army, the only foreign 
representative who managed to get aboard the 
Vesuvius. 

On the assembling of thé board it was decided 
that Capt. Bradford and Lieut. Commander 
Muanney ahould observe the flightof the pro- 
jectiles over the range from the tender of the 
Vesuvius, leaving to Lieut. Schroeder the duty of 
taking data aboard the cruiser. Little time was 
lostin establishing a mile range, this being 
ettected by reeling off from a stake a mile 
length of Wire over a course straight away 
down the bay. On verifying this rango with 
instruments the board found that it was 400 

Jarts in excess of a wile. ‘he Vesuvius, which 
ae been anchored close to the first stake, was 
accordingly moved up to adistance doubie her 
length and her anchor again let go. With a tug 
on either quarter the cruiser in this position 
was readily handled, so that her guuos bore 
directly over the range. 

At 2 P. M. the firing party commenced opera- 
tious by testing the air supply and different 
losses of pressures. The “live’’ shells, consist- 
ing of 101g-inch sub-calibre projectiles, had in 
the meantime been placedin the revolvers and 
out of harm’s reach. All being in readiness, 
Capt. Bradtord and Lieut. Commander Manney 
embarked in the tender and moved off down the 
ravge. Forthe next thirty minutes the time 
was ocoupied in firing dummy shells, which in 
most cases Were made wholly of wood, weighted 
soas tomake them adaptable for use. Six 
dummies were fired, and, all being pronounced 
in readiness, a sixnal flag was run up tothe 
toremast head of the Vesuvius as a Warning to 
those down ihe bay that the first “live” shell 
was about to be fired. 

The mechanical fuze of the projectile was set 
for tiring five seconds after impact with the 
water, It was a few minutes past 3 P. M, when 
the order “ Fire!” was given to the gunner in 
the couning tower of the cruiser. Ip an ip- 
stant asharp sound broke forth like a clap of 
thunder, and with a swish a 500-pound “live” 
gun-cotton shell was seut flying turough the 
air with all the steadiness of a high-powered 
ordnance projectile, Not a sign of deviation 
couid be seen as it sped headlong straight to- 
ward the buoy a mile down the rance. As it 
neared the mile stake there was noticeable a 
sudden descent, something after the manner of 
an arrow, not exactly vertical, but slanting, 
and in the next instant the shell disappeared 
below the surface of the Water. 

One second passed, two seconds, three sec- 
onds, then four, flve, and at the first pulsation 
of the watch hand past the live mark a mighty 
upheaval Was scen on the water, as if the sea 
fora hundred yards around was being lilted 
bodily in the air. This was foilowed the next 
instant by acolumn of mud which burst its 
way through the heaving surtace, rising toa 
height of fully fifty feet. The mechanical fuze 
haa worked toacbarm. Setat tive seconds, it 
had practically gone off at tive and a quarter 
seconds. 

The second projectile tired was in size and 
power similar to the tirst, the only dillerence 
being that it was set for one second instead of 
tive seconds. The fiight of No. 2 shot was like 
that of No, 1. In steadiness it was perfect, in 
range exact. As the projectile struck ihe water, 
hardly an instant elapsed before ihe expigsion 
followed, which caused s column of water to 
rise in the air fully 150 feet high. The shell, it 
would seem, had had just sufficient time to 
settle in that second of time after impact, 50 as 
to afford the necessary tamping effect. 

No. 3 shot, in polnt of range, was perhaps 
the best of theday. In the case of this pro- 
jectile, the fuse was set for firing at 0 second. 
The result waa the explosion of the shell on the 
fostant of {mpact with the water. It was this 
lust shot that made itseif heard so plainly in 
Chester, exploding on the surface of the water, 
with no obstructing mediuw to deaden the 
sound. Tothose on the surface ot the water 
the repert can only be deseribed as deafening, 
and sharper than that from any high-powered 
ordnance gun the Government is at present 
using. 

On the completion of the third shot the mem- 
bers of the board down the bay returped to the 
Vesuvius and reported tuact No. 1 projectile had 
ranged 250 yards over the mile, No. 2 3800 vards, 
and No. 3 400 yards. In every way the trial was 
deemed by those present a great success for the 
pneumatic dynamite gua people. It clearly 
demonstrated the ability of the guns to throw 
‘live’ shells fromthe pieves on the Vesuvius to 
a distance of a mile; and furtner, that they 
could be exploded at any desired interval of 
time after compact with the water. By 
virtue of the contract maie by the Gov- 
ernment with the Dynamite Gun Com- 
pany the latter was to demonstrate 
the ability ef its guns on the Vesuvius to 
throw explosive shells to a distance of a mile, 
and to fire fifteen projectiles from the three 
guns inside of thirty minutes. All of the re- 
quirements Were complied with save the tiring 
of “live” sbelis, the dynamite people using 
dumwy projectiles weighted down tu tha neoes- 
gary weight iu lieu of shells loaded with the 
costly explosive. 

Secretary Tracy, however, appears to have 
considered that “live” shelia must be fired in 
order to compiy with the strictietter of the law, 
and to-day’s test Was an outcome oF Secretary 
Tracy’s decision. The results obtained, espe- 
cially from the fuse action, show a decided de- 
velopment in the gun not heretofore known, 
as foilows: 
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The shells used were 1012-inch sub-calibre,

shelis mucb Jighter than theola type The 
fuses alone weighed Dine and one-half pounds. 
No little eredit pf to-day’s success is due to the 
fuse action. The fuses used were the invention 
ot Mr. H. P. Merriam, and in work are mechan- 
ical. The fuse hasan adjustable delay by which 
the explosion of the charge is mude to take 
place at any desired instant after striking the 
water. Safety from premature explosion 1s 
provided by apin holding back the bammers 
from striking the caps, this pin being automat- 
feally withdrawn after tbe shell leaves the 
gun. The delay in the explosion ts to allow the 
projectile time, should it strike a short distance 
frum a 8bip, to get beneath the surface and ex- 
plode against the less protected portion of the 
hull, By a separate system, provided in the 
fuse, instantaneous explosion is obtained upon 
striking a solid target. 

On the conclusion of the trial the board and 
Visitors were conveyed to Chester in time for 
the evening train to New-York, and the Vesuvius 
was ordered returned to the docks of William 
Cramp & Sons. 

Newport, R. I., March 18.—This morning the 
torpedo boat Cushing, with favorable weather, 
made the preliminary runs of her trial, during 
which the engine counter became deranged, 
and the trials were axain postponed.

BOULTELLE IN DANGER. 


HIS CONSTITUENTS WANT AN EXPLANA- 
TION OF SEVERAL THINGS. 


BANGOR, Me., March 13.—For two years there 
has been a bitter feeling between the friends 
of Senator Hale and the followera of Repre- 
sentative Boutelle, both from Eastern Maine. 
It has now become far-reaching, and to-day act- 
ive measures are being taken by prominent 
business men of the party ail over the district, 
who have heretofore kept aloof, to combine 
against Boutelle, they hoping, with the aid of 
the Hale people, to defeat him in the next Dis- 
trict Convention. 

They are moved to this by three reasons. 
First, Boutelle’s well-known hostility to Hale; 
second, by Boutelle’s action in voting for Chi- 
cago as & World’s Fair site, and, third, because of 
of his recent utterances regarding Harrison, 


Frank Gilman, a lumberman and partner of 
Clurence and Eugene Hale, has been ap- 
pointed as one of the two Supervisors of 
the Census of the State at Hale’s request, 
though Boutelle urged the President strong- 
ly in behaif of bis own candidate. In 
return the Boutelle people here are insinuating 
that Hale is broken down through his intem- 
perate habits, and this yarn is being circulated 
in the county towns, where the vast majority 
ale fanatics on the prohibition question. In 
s0Me Cases CVen Worse things are hinted at as 
having befallen the Senator to whom Hayes 
Offered thé Postmaster Generalship. For an 
answer to this, Hale men call attention to 
written promises sent here by  Boutelle 
wherein he agreed to work for New-York, 
and they boldly clarge that his vote for Chicago 
was Obtained by letting him into a syndicate 
which bonded a large tract in Chicago. Oue 
man, Who ought to know, says Boutelle got in 
far enough to mukea pile, if all worka ‘well. 
Boutelle is holding off ail candidates for lead- 
ing offices here until after the Fall election, in 
order to have the aid of all in his coming fight, 
and the first-elass Post Office and the Custom 
House are still in Democratic hands, 

Hannibal Hamlin, to correct a report that he 
Was @ candidate for the Custom House, wrote a 
denial, coupied with the statement that his idea 
of civil service reform would allow Gen. Rob- 
erts, the present Collector, to serve his term 
out, which he took to the Whig, Boutelie’s 
paper, where it was refused publication, 
and report has it that the old man 
was sore and will be found arrayed 
with the men who are making the new move. 
Representative Boutelle should labor for a shcrt 
session of Congress aud then eome home, where 
there is a beap of explaining for him to do and 
lots of work cut out for him. Maine men will 
tell him the State loses a miliion in trade if 
Chicage gets the fair. 





PAKDONED BY THE PRESIDENT. 
THE UNJUST SENTENCE OF A COURT- 
MARTIAL SET ASIDE. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Mareh 13.—The action of 
the President in remitting the unexpired por- 
tion of the sentence imposed upon Trooper 
Dell P. Wild of tne Eighth Cavalry for simply 
asserting himself to be a soldier and not a serf 
stirred up the whole army establishment. 
To-day the President exploded another bomb- 
shell in this department by granting a full 
pardon to Lewis Carter, a military convict 
Serving a sentence of ninety-nine years in the 
State prison at Stillwater. 

Carter is a colored man, and prior to Jan. 1, 
1885, was a private in the Twenty-fifth Infan- 
try, then stationed at Fort Snelling. On New 
Year’s Day of that year he deserted to escape 
punishment for a trivial infraction of military 
discipline. A few days later he was arrested in 
St. Paul, taken back to Fort Snelling. and 
charged with assault, robbery, and desertion. 
A court-martial was ordered by Gen. Terry, 
then commander of the Department of Dakota. 
Carter was found guilty of the otenuses charged, 
and with the usual severity of army otticers in 
punishing criminals the court-martial doomed 
him to imprisunment in Stillwater Prison for 
hinety-nine years. Kecently Attorney Fred 
L. MeGuee of St. Paulinterested himself in the 
case, and an investigation satistied him tbat 
Carter had been unjustly convicted of crimes 
Which he had never committed. ‘The alleged 
victim of assault resides in West St. Paul, and 
McGilee procured from her an affidavit that the 
act Was not committed, nor did Carter attempt 
it. A statement that no robbery was committed 
was secured, aud Attorney McGhee sent ail the 
documents to Washington. 

President Harrisou made a thorough investi- 
gation of the ease, and reached the conclusion 
that the oniy offense of which Carter was 
xuilty was desertiou, and that five years’ im- 
prisoument was sulticieut pupishment for that. 
He therefore issued a full and frees pardon for 
Carter, Which is to go into effect May 25, 1890, 
just tive years from the date of his imprison- 
gent at Stiilwater. [t is understoud at Army 
Headquarters that the President reprimanded 
the oOtliclais who conducted the  court- 
Martial for finding Carter guilty of these 
charges on little or no evidence. The detail 
ot the court which tried Carter is as fol- 
jows: Capts. Charles Bentzoni, Gaines Lawson, 
Charies F. Rone, aud Edward J. Stivers. First 
Lieuts. Redmond Tully and Edward IF, Glenn, 
all of the Twenty-fitth Infantry; Second Lieut. 
Charles L. Phillips, Fourtn Artillery; Second 
Lieut. George #. Ahern, {wenty-fiftu Infantry; 
Second Lieut. Charles ©, Tear, Twenty-tifth in- 
fantry; First Liewt.

If the Deuocrats should then protit 
by the manifest feeling on this point, and 
nominate a plain man with only med- 
erate means but with abundance of horse sense, 
tiere are not a few of theshrewdest politicians 
of all parties Who are contident that our Minis- 
ter to Spain would perfectly imitate the dog in 
tne fable, who, erossing the stream, dropped 
the meat in his mouth and piunged after its 
shadow.

NEW-ORLEANS FLOODED 


THE MISSISSIPPI HIGHER THAN 
EVER BEFORE. 

ALL ITS TRIBUTARIES ARE SWOLLEN, 

AND STILL RISING—MANY CATTLE 

LOST AXD TRAINS DELAYED. sf 


NEW-ORLEANS, March 13.—The situation at 
this pointis gloomy. The river is now at least 
half afoot higher than ever before, the waters 
are washing over the levees, and rain is falling. 
However, the rise was gradual, and no loss 
of life has yet resulted. For several days 
the levees from Canal-street to the freight mar- 
ket were flooded, as were also those one mile 
furtber up. This afternoon the climax came. 
Storekeepers and residents below Canal-street 
were surprised to see the streets begin to flood, 
and rushed to the levees expecting to see a 
erevasse. 

No breaks occurred, but the river is steadily 
washing over wharves and embankments, and 
the streets below Canal-street and those of the 
middle and upper districts are now submerged. 
A further rise of three inches will flood 
the lower stories of all the business 
houses below Canal-street and effectually 


atop business of all kinds. The Sugar Exchange, 
Hotel Royal, the Cathedral, and the French 
Market are surrounded by water, and loom .up 
like islands ina Venetian sea The lower side 
of Canal-street 1s impassable to pedestrians 
above Bourbon-street. 

The strong southeast winds had much to do 
with forcing the water up over the levee into 
the city, and the situation to-night was ren- 
dered very critical by a severe down-pour of | 
rain. 

The Mayor called a special meeting of the 
Council to-night, and $50,000 was appropriated 
to be expended as an emergency fund. 

A cave, some fifty feet wide, occurred at the 
head of Jackson-street, through which a great 
deal of water poured into the city, but a strong: 
force rallied, and with sand bags and lumber a 
closure was effected in a few hours. 

Reports from above show the water to be in- 
creasing in volume every hour. The town of 
Kodney, Miss., and Bayou Sara, Ala, on the 
eastern bank, both have water pouring into 
their streets. No levee breaks of magnitude 
are reported, but there doubtless will be in the 
next twenty-four hours. 


Sr. Lovuts, March 13.—Raina still continue in 
many parts of the lower Mississippi Valley and 
all the streams, particularly those flowing 


from the west and the north are rising rapidly 
and pouring their floods into the big river. 
The Arkansas and ali its _ tributaries 
are at flood height and doing much damage to 
furm and rallroad property. No trains have 
reached Little Rock from Fort Smith since 
Monday, and it is impossible to say when travel 
will boresumed. The Arkansas River rose over 
twenty feet at the mouth of the Mulberry Tues- 
day, and a rallroad bridge crossing the latter 
stream was carried away. 

At Little Rock the Arkansas is swelling 
rapidly, also at Pine Bluff. The Iron Mountain 
Ratiroad north of Littl Rock and the cotton 
belt north of Pine Bluif have suffered severely 
from the wasbouts, and lost bridges and trains 
are temporarily abandoned. 

A dispatch from Simpson, Ill, says: ‘All 
streams from Carbondale to Paducah, Ky., are 
miles and mites out of their banks. Crab 
Orchard Creek, above here, is eight miles wide, 
while Big Bay covers a territory hardly short 
of ten miles wide. Four trains are water- 
bound bere and cannot turn a wheel until the 
waters subside and all bridges are fixed. The 
loss to the railroad company and farmers will 
be thousands of dollars. The Ohio below here 
and near Metropolis is on a wild tear. 

A dispatch from Vienna, Ill., says that a num- 
ber of families in the eastern part of that town 
have Vacated their homes, whiie fences and a 
vast amount of lumber from the planing mill 
near the depet have floated away. 

A Burliugton (lowa) dispatch says that the 
low lauds 1n Various portions of Illinois, lowa, 
and Missouri are overflowed. Flint Creek, north 
of Burlington, is reported to be out of its 
banks and covering the surrounding furms toa 
depth of four feet. 


MeMPHIS, Tenn., March 13.—The rivers are in 
an alarming conditiop. The highest flood level 
ever recorded has already been reached at many 
points south of here and will likely be at- 
tained from Cuiro io the Gulf within the next 
tive or six days. The rainfall of the past three 
days sums up a total of from two to three inch- 
es over the country lying west of the Missis- 
sippi to the Indian Territory and south of the 
Ozark rauge and from two to tive inches be- 
tween the Ohio and Cumberland Valleys. 

the river at this point is three-tenths above 
the great rise of 1SSz and one-tenth Delow that 
of 1887, the highest on record. 

An ippeal reporter, who ,has just returned 
frow Arkansas City, Ark., says the real ocondi- 
tion of aifairs at that place has Deen sup- 
yressed. ‘the water from the Sappington 
teeak has flooded the town and surrounding 
country, hundreds of hogs and sheep have been 
drowned, and the people are in constant fear of 
a break in the levee in front of the city where 
the water yesterday was tour inckes upon the 
sand bags on top of the levee, 

Carro, [l., March 13.—The river has fallen 
about three inches since last night; gauge 
reads 48 feet 6142-10; weather cloudy‘ cold, 
River reported failing fast at Shawneetown 
and Paducah and rising from Evansviile 
up. The Mississippi River is aiso falling. itis 
tuought the river unas reached about its highest 
point, but the heavy rise trom above may cause 
it to rise azaiu or materially check its decline. 

The Illinois Central and Mobile ana Ohio 
Roads are asain running trains regularly, aod 
the Cleveland, Ciucinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis will be running again by morning. The 
St. Louis, Arkansas ana Texas and Iron Mount 
aiu will pot be running trains for several days. 

CINCINNATI, March 13.—Traina have been 
suspended on the College Hill Railroad, a short 
suburban road, on account of landslides and 
a decaying trestle. The down train was 
stopped by a landsilde at tne _ trestle 
this morning, when it was found that if it had 
not been for the slide the train would probably 
have been thrown from the trestle owing to its 
weakened condition.

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SOUTHERN IOWA'S FEUD 


MURDERS THAT HAVE MADE 
A POLITIOAL ISSUE. 
APPANOOSE COUNTY GROWING MORE 
AND MORE EXCITED OVER THE KILL- 
ING OF SILAS TIPTON BY DR. MURDY. 


Dns MOINES, Iowa, March 13.—Down in the 
little town of Meujton, in Appanoose County; 
the most sensational murder Southern Iowa 
has known in years has developed into a polit- 
ical issue, and, worse than that, it has divided |; 
the community in au embittered feud. Hal? a | 
dozen citizens go armed through the streets in | 
fear of half a dozen other citizens who are like-' 
wise armed, and the surrounding country, 
which took no interest in the vendetta at first, 
is slowly becoming embroiled in it, 

Last October a brief dispatch was printed 
throughort the country declating that a well- 
known physician had shot a butcher in a quar- 
rel over a mest bill, and the sentence of Dr. 
Mardy, afew weeks ago, was briefly noted as a 
rather light punishment for a cruel murder. 

This construction of the affair ia unjust. The 
trivial bill simply furnished the opportunity 
for which Silas Tipton and Dr, Murdy had wait- 
ed for overayear. It precipitated the death 
struggle in which these men must sooner or 
later have engaged, If Dr. Murdy had not shot 
Silas Tipson, Silas Tipton would havo avenged 
his sisters by killing Dr. Murdy, and tho feud 
which has torn Moulton would have followed 
that murder as surely as it has followed this. 

The Tipton murder grew out of another 
shooting almost as sensational. One morning 
abouta year and a half ago Abner Thorp and 
his wife, who was Arilla Tipton, stepped into 
the shop where Blacksmith fom Morrison was 
working. Mrs. Thorp is a@ tall, beautiful girl, 
who was once the belie of Moulton, When she 
beeame Abner Thorp’s fourth wife there was a 
gregt deal of gossip about her, Some of it got 
to fhorp. and he thought he traced it back to 
Morrison. At the shop he accused Morrison of 
originating the slander. Morrison made a hot 
reply, and the two men, pickingjup the handiest 
tools, went at each other. 

They were struggling over the floor when 
Thorp cried to his wifo: “Shoot him; why 
don’t you shoot?’ The woman drew a revolver 
and fired. Morrison groanedand fell. The bul- 
let had hit the blacksmith in the breast, and 
the doctor who first examined him said he must 
aie. 

Dr. Murdy wasin St, Louis and Morrison’s 
family telegraphed for him. He returned at 
once, and by his skill saved Morrison’s lite, 
Abner Thorp and his wife were thrown into jail. 
When their trial came the defense tried to show 
that Mrs. Thorp was a good woman and that 
Morrison had foully slandered her. Dr. Mardy 
was calied by the prosecution, and he gave 
some medical testimony that had a great deal 
to do in influencing the verdict of three years in 
the penitentiary that followei. : 

The woman took her punishment with re- 
markable calmness. She served about a year, 
when a petition for her pardon, signed by 
nearly every man in Appanoose County, was 
sent to the Governor, and ste was released. 
She is now living in Moulton with her husband, 
who &pent a year in jail for his share in the 
erime, and endured his punishment with much 
less patience than did his wife. 

“ J] will kill Murdy,” he said one day. The 
threat was carried to the Doctor. He laughed 
atit, but when he went out that evening he 
put a revolver in his pocket, and he never 
again walked unarmed through Moulton until 
he had killed Tipton, 

Thorp was not the only relative of Arilla 
Thorp who made ready to avenge the insult of- 
fered to the family. The Tiptons are humerous 
in the county, and half a dozen of them prom- 
ised to settle the doctor. 

Silas Tipton, Mrs. Thorp’s brother, was the 
only one of them whose utterances attracted 
apy attention. For months the men met on the 
atreet without trouble. Abner Thorp came out 
of jailand shot no onc, although he promised 
to kill five or six friends of the doctors. Murdy 
went fearlessly about the country night and 
day, and the feud had almost ceased to be the 
talk of the village stores. 

The worning of Oct. 8 Dr. Murdy sent his 
colored boy down town for some méat, telling 
him to have it charged. Instead of going to 
the shop where Murdy had an account, the lad 
wentto Tipton’s. The butcher refused io give 
him the meat. ‘‘He is a dead beat,” he said 
with an oath. “He owes mea bill now, and t 
wouldn’t trust the infernal quack for a cent’s 
worth. Teli him I told you so.” 

On his way back to the house the boy met his 
master. Murdy had started from the house 
without his revolver and his wife had calied 
him back and given the weapon to him. He 
thrust his hand in his pocket and clutched the 
gun when the boy told him what Tipton had 
said. 

“JT will teach the blackguard a lesson,” he 
orled, and he hurried down the street to the 
shop. 

Tipton was Whistling in front of the place. 
When the angry doctor ran up he rose and 
stepped :forward to meet him. The aoctor de- 
manded an explanation. Tipton said the doctor 
owed him $5 65. The doctor said that was 
balanced by a credit for medical services ren- 
dered Tipton’s brotner, the formerowneér of the 
shop. ‘Tipton denied this and tke physictan 
called him @ liar. Tne butcher jumped forward 
knife in hand, and Murdy drew his revolver and 
threw the muzzle of it up against his enemy’s 
breast. 

“If you make a move I will kill you, you 
dog,” he shouted. 

A bystander jumped in and seized Tipton’s 
arms. After abusing each other for a few min- 
utes the men went iuside to look at the books, 
Tipton reached tho safe a moment before the 
doctor, but insteaa of throwing open the door 
for the books he drew outa liong blacksnake 
whip. He struck Murdy with the loaded handle. 

Before the whip could be raised again the 
doctor fired. Tipton tumbled forward with a 
ery and clinched with his foe, and when the 
townspeople rushed in they found the two men 
drenched in Tipton’s blood, wrestling feebly on 
the floor. 

Tipton lived forty-oight hours with a dread- 
ful wound in the groin. The doctor was taken 
to Centreville for trial. Thejury brought ina 
verdictof murder in the second degree, and 
Judge Leggett sentenced Murdy to ten years in 
the penitentiary. He was taken to Fort Nadi- 
sonthe Tuesday fellowing. When the train 
reached Moulton a crowd of two bundred oiti- 
zens gatbered aud shook hunds with the doctor, 
Many of them were weeping. A committes of 
prominent citizens escorted him to the prison. 

The friends of Dr. Murdy were indignant at 
the result of the trial, and Tipten’s supporters 
made no show of concealing their happiness. 
Abner Thorp tried to purchase a wagonload of 
Roman candies, and, failing in this, he builta 
bontire in front of his house, and invited every- 
body in to supper. A dozen ist tights résulted 
from arguments over the verdiat. The enemies 
of Murdy declared their intention of cleaning 
out the Murdy men, and the Murdy men armed 
themse!ves. 

The feeling has scarcely abated yet, altheugh 
it has taken a form somewhat more reasonable, 
The natural outeome of the spirit shown by 
the opposing sides was the municipal election 
atrugvle. The Murdy people carried a conven- 
tion and nomiaaied a people’s” ticket, head- 
ed by Aimer Swift. ‘he anti-Murdy men, bead- 
ed by the three physicians of the town, put up 
8.8. Buckmaster, ac avewed foe to the doctor. 

The election was hela Tuesday, and it was 

uict enaugh outwardly, although there was a 

eep undercurrent of feeling. Many of those 
who wentto the polis carried gune or knives. 
Friends and enemies of Murdy-rode in from 
Missouri on horseback, prepared to engage in 

sosalbie trouble. Abner Thorp hustied all day 
ong for votes for Buekmaascer, and his wiie 
served lunch to the Buckmester men. Their 
efforts were unrewaraed. The poll showed 
Swift, 90; Buckmaster, 58. Dr. Murdy was in- 
dorsed. : : ; 

The spirit of the election is rapidly infusing 
Appanovse County. Murdy was the most 
fawous surgeon in Soutbern lowa, and he had 
hundreds of strong friends. But he was loose 
in his business metheds and fiery inv his temper, 
which made him mauy resolute enemies, There 
are no neutrals in the tight. 

Atadance some weeks ago a row which it 
was said was precipitated by a discussion about 
the shooting ended in the fatal stabbing of a 
young man.

NEW-UTRECHT TAXPAYRBRS DENOUNCE 
THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


The citizens’ committées of Bay Ridge and 
Fort Hamilton, who for the past two years 
have been trying to let a ray of purifying day- 
light jnto the darkness of malfeasance among 
the New-Utrecht town officials, held a meeting 
last night at Bay Ridge. All the officials in 
Now-Utrecht, except the Assessors, are charged 
with malfeasance in oflice, and many of the 
charges are of @ highly criminal nature. 

Lhe mecting was attended by G, H. Austin, 
F, i, Boner, De L. Berrier, G. H. Bresaotte, ie 
E. Bownes, Van Brunt Burgeo, Otto Bathfeld, 
P. 8, Bogart, Henry Brown, Jr., J. W. Copman, 
F. N. Doubleday, Lent, Jonn MoKay, 
Jacob Moore, John Robinson, W. H. Thomas, 
William Wakefield, W. J, Carroll, John Kirk- 
wood, Pani A, Olives, Thomas R. Lombard, 
John A. Townsend. Those gentieomen repre-, 
sent the Bay Ridge and Fost Hamilton Citizens’ 
Assoclations apd own half a million dollars’ 
worth of property in that neighborhood. 

The meeting was ¢Galled for the purpose of 
hearing reports trom the Auxiliary Committee, 
which had been auditing the alleged deficits 
and following up the investigations made here- 
tofore. The report was read by the Chairman, 
J. W. Copman, who 1s a broker in the Cousoli- 
dated Exchange. He surprised everybody by 
asking that the committee be discbarset. as 
there was no pope of getting the irregularities 
before the Grand Jury owing to the attitude of 
District Attorney James Ridgway. He said 
that the committee had discovered a start- 
ling evidenee of criminality on the part 
of the Grading Commissioners in general 
and Cornelius Forguson, Jr., in particular, On 
Oct. 4, Ferguson had in. his possession 
$18,783 S4 balance belonging to the street 
grading fand, apd yet he (Ferguson) claimed 
there was a detigiency of $8,150 and ealied for 
an increased tax levy in consequence, ‘fue in- 
creased lavy was accordingly mads, and for 
two years the people of New-Utrecht had been 
taxed the amount of Ferguson’s bogus deti- 
cleney, pls the balance which he surreptitiously 
rotained. 

These facts, the report stated, had been care- 
fully audited and sworn to by an experienced 
accountant, and yet when presented to the 
Distriet Attorney that officer declared there 
Was HO Cause for action. 

“What did Ridgway say?’ asked one of the 
assemblage. 

** He said ‘You people have got a Democratic 
majerity of 600 in yourtown and that’s way 
you're kicking,’” was the reply. 

The report then went on to say that notwith- 
standing Ridgway’s objections the committee 
bed quietly stated their case to the Grand Jury, 
and that a presentment was brought by that 
body tormally charging the Grading Commis- 
sioners with misappropriating funds. The 
Grand Jury turther stuted tliat the Statute of 
Limitations alone prevented the finding of in- 
dictments against the Commissioners, The re- 
port was sapplemented by explanations from 
other members of the committee, denouncing 
the District Attorney, Claiming that he stands 
between the coagnty and its criminals, and de- 
nying that political opinions had influenced 
their investigations, 

At the conclusion of the report speeches 
were thade by John McKay, De L, Berrier, 
H. E. Bownes, and Van Brant Bergen, in which 
the records of the alleged criminalities were 
stated and the District Attorney’s attitude cen- 
sured. It was stated that three-fourths of the 
money raised for grading Eighteenth-avenus 
and Cropsey-avenue had not been aceounted 
for, and that the deticiengies in the grading 
funds wouid reach well up into the thousands 
of dollars. In addition, the association ex- 
pronase a desire to taks the scalp of the Excise 
Soard and the Board of Supervisors, each mem- 
ber of these boards having been guilty of crim- 
inal malfessance.

AN EX-DIRECTUR HEARD FROM. 


PROCEEDINGS AGAINST THE MUTUAL 
BENEFIT LIFE ASSOCIATION. 


The Mutual Benefit Life Association of Amer- 
ica, which had sucha stormy annual meeting 
on Wednesday, figured in the Supreme Court 
before Judge Lawrence yesterday as defendant 
in mandamus proceedings instituted by Dr. 
James P. Burdick, who seeks to be reinstated 
as &@ Member and Director. 

He says that he became a*member in October, 
1883, and took out policies for $10,000, After- 
ward he was made a Director. In August, 1889, 


he came back from a trip to Europe and received 
assessment notices, one for $22 and the other 
for $15, which were neariy due. He tendered 
two checks in payment, telling the eashier it 
would be an accommodation to him if one of 
the checks Was not put in for payment until 
October. 

Dr. Burdick says he was not popular with his 
fellow-Directors because of certain reforms he 
demanded iu the Hne of more ecouowical man- 
ageweut, He alleges that the Directors froze him 
out by bolding bis checks until the assessments 
were ovordus and then declaring that his puli- 
cies had lapsed. 

The special committees appointed last Wednes- 
day to make an examination of the company’s 
books, to report to the policy holders thé actual 
condition of affairs, and to recommend such 
changes and reforms as will be likely to put the 
association on @ firmer financial basis sat uutil 
a Very late hour last night, and began an ex- 
haustive examination of the books and ac- 
counts. 

It was decided to recommend many im- 
portant changes in the by-laws which were 
amended by President Kent’s friends in the 
Board of Directors in April of last year. The 
original by-laws were s0 mutilated and changed 
in the attempt to centralize all power in the 
board thatin their present shape the polloy 
hoiders are hardly able to recognize them.

But it cannot be said that these signs are very 
clear as yet. The city itself presents as foul 
and unattractive an appearance asever, The 
sane gang of rascals who have done 80 much 


tion are in full possession of all its depart- 
ments. 

People who have occasion to walk past the 
corner of Pavonia-avenue and Grove-street 
after nightfall may now hear called in a loud 
voice numbers such as “25—113—76—48,” &6o, 
The calling is apart of the game of ‘keno” 
earried on with great publicity on the second 
floor of a building there. Itis in that gambling 
den’ that Michael J. O’ Mara, who draws a salary 
as clerk of the Street and Water Commission, 
Officiates at the wheel. It was while at work at 
the wheel that a subpena as a witness before 
the Senate Elections Committes was served 
on him last Tuesday night. It is in that den 
that John Daly, tne fifteen-year-old page In the 
State Assembly, spends his nights serving 
drinks to the gamblers. 

The place is called the Greystone Club. It has 
been running only a short time, but has struck 
@ great run of iuck.. There are plenty of gam- 
biing places in Jersey City, but this starts out 
more boldly and with greater pretentious to 
style than most of the others. When it opened, 
is expected to compete with the well-kuuwn 
gambling den on Newark-avenue, a door or two 
from the City Hall, But last Tuesday morning 
the Newark-avenue den was completely de- 
stroyed by tire. Allits paraphernalia were lost. 
That was owned by Doyle & Co. It is under- 
stood that the “Co.” is P. H. O’ Neill, ex-Assem- 
blymau, Alderman, and City Collector, 

What is one’s loss is sometimes another’s 
gain. The gambling patrops of Doyle & Co., 
being left without their customary place of 
staking their money, seem to have tramped 
over to the new den called the Greystone Club. 
The club was not half ready .for them, Its 
gambling rooms were open, itis true, but they 
were no. yet entirely completed, and the xor- 
geous liquor saloon being fitted up on the first 
floor way not open. But the Greystone has been 
28 hospitable as possible. It has bad liquor 
brought in and served toits patrons. It does 
not permit its man of the wheel to leave it even 
in answer to p subpoena from one of the highest 
authorities in the State. It wakes littl: Jobn 
Daly attend customers watil 3 o'clock in the 
morning, though the lad must be in attendance 
on the Legislature a few hours later. The 
Greystons Club means to hold its present flood 
of patrons if possible, 

The proprietors of the new den are said to be 
Thiele & tereie. They are opeuly announced 
as the proprietors of the new saloon being fitted 
up on the first floor of the *‘ciubhouse,” end it 
looks asif saloon and cludhouse were parts of 
the same establishment, Of course they ‘* stand 
in” with the City Government. O’Mara 1s not 
the only city employe engaged there. William 
Heller, who appears to run it, 18 a Waior As- 
sessor. ‘he members of the Police Board, of 
which John P. Feeney is President, naturally 
have to have their share in the proceeds. Itis 
saii that there is bot a gambling den nor a 
policy shop in Jersey City—and there are many 
of them—that does not pay tribute to the Police 
Commissivners, For so large and fashionable 
und open a resort as the Greystone the price of 
police protection must be rather high, 

Thiele & Jordan, the proprietors of the new 
place, are an interesting pair. They are not 
office holders themselves, which is a matter 
of s0me surprsie; but they are on excellent 
terms with thering bosses, and are useful to 
them at election time. William F, Thiele 1s said 
to have formerly kept a place known as ‘The 
Jewsharp,” on Fourth-street, Jersey City. But 
for some reason he loft that locality and estab- 
lished himself at or near the junction of Mont- 
gomery-street and Newark-avenue. Ramor 
bas mentioned his place as the headquarters of 
“ green-goods mev.”’ There Charlies Jordan fell 
in with him, and the acquaintance ripened Into 
a@ partnership. 

Charies Jordan is one of four brothers, all 
more or less conspicuous. Rovert Jordan, one 
of them, 18 an Alderman of Jersey City. Thom- 
as D. Jordan is a business man, was a momber 
of the old Board of Finance of Jersey City, and 
has been mentioned as the Republican candi- 
date tor Mayor at the approaching election. 

16 is the only Republican of the family. The 
other brother is Conrad N, Jordan, President of 
w vauk in this city. 

The blossoming out of the new and gorgeous 
liquor saloon and gambling house just before a 
city election when the people can, if they are 
energetic and wise enough, elect a Mayer wiio 
will put an end to the carnival of law breaking 
and crime in Jeracy City, shows that the alarm 
awong the ringsters is not so great as may 
have been supposed. True, this particular 
gambling place does not shock or startle the 
people mach. Conspicuously as itis placed in 
the heart of the city, and open as are its 
methods, one hears very little said about it. 
None of the local newspapers seems to have 
mentioned ii. The city is so full of open abowl- 
nations and jawlessneas that this development 
is accepted as a part of the regular order of 
things. To very many of the citizens the lines 
of Pope have cowe to apply: 

‘* Vice is a monster of so frightful mien 
As to be hated neeis but to be seen; 
Yet seen too oft, familiar with Ler face, 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace,” 

Very many others, who would never ‘‘em- 
brace” any of the current vices, have come to 
meekly endure, make the best of, and often bar- 
gain with, the evil-doers. This makes a rising 
for their overthrow partienlarly difficult, Those 
ready to participate are persecuted. 

Just what slape the contest will take in the 
election of April & is notyetapparent, The 
Republican primaries were held iast evening 
and delegates were chosen to a sity convention 
to DoWwinate a Candidate for Mayor and district 
conventions to pominatée candidates for Alder- 
men and some other minor offices. But the re- 
sult of the primaries, so far as learned, did 
very little to indicate who would be the Mayor- 
ality nominee. Very much hinges on that nomi- 
nation, ‘the Mayor of Jersey City nas very 
great power aud it depends chictiy on hin 
whether the City Government be good or bad. 
If a Mayor is chosen whois honest and capable 
and courageous he can revolutionize the pres- 
ent bad state of atlairs and introduce good 
government in avery short time. Inasmuch 
as nothing wortaoy .is expected of the present 
Democratic authorities, all hopes and possibili- 
tiea seem to centre in Republican action, 

For several days there has been much talk of 
Richard C. Washburn as a Republican nominees 
for Mayor. On every hand good things are said 
of him. He has had alittic experience in pub- 
lie life, having been in the Legislature and held 
a city ollice, but be has never enzeged active- 
by 1n politics, and Democrats and Rejublicans 
agree that it elected he would conduct the City 
Government on business principles, So desir- 
able a candidate, 1L would seem, sbould certain- 
ly be hominated. But it was asserted yester- 
cay that he had met all suggestions of his 
nomivation with a declaration that he could 
notaccept He nas recently been elected Pres- 
ident ef the Huuson County National Bank, 
which, in addition to his other exiensive busi- 
ness interests, gives bim all he can attend to. 

Should Mr. Washburno not be the candidate, 
there ura many Republicans and Democrats 
who would like to see ex-Mayor Gilbert Collins 
again Made the nominee. There is no question 
about bis excellent character and attalumenuta, 
but he has no wish for the office, and possibly 
would not accept a nomination. He also labors 
under the disadvantage of having been Mayor 
when tne powers of that official were mach 
more restricted than at present, and he was 
unable to accomplish wihtat many people ex- 
pected of him. That would be a disadvantage 
obiefiy in the campaign. Jhe tact makes him 
less available than Mr. Washburn, It by no 
means argues against his qualitications for tho 
office if elected. But availability is of great 
moment. here is a natura: Democratic ma- 
jority in Jersey City of perhaps 2,0V0 or 3,000, 
It wasrun up to more than 8,000 for Abbett 
last Fall, but thatis kKuOWn to have been large- 
ly fraudulent. The natural Democratic ma- 
jority, however, is large enough to make it ex- 
Pedicni to nominate the most available Repub- 
lican that can be round. 

Yhomas D, Jordan has, as already stated, been 
mentioned as tho Repubiican nomiuee for 
Mayor, but with too much disfavor to make his 
nomination appear wise. 

The ringsters have not yet called their pri- 
maries or taken any public step toward nomi- 
pating Aa cliy ticket, it is beileved that 
they havo been awalting developments in tha 
Trenton investigation. But it seems to be a 
generally-accepted theory that Orestes Cleve* 
land will be nominated ior a third term. Ho 
has intvenched himself with the xreat power 
and patronege of his office. He is reported to 
bave aeciared that with the powers the present 
charter gives bim he cen “make himself Mayor 
for fe.” Should his party refuse to nominate 
him be could strike the ring @ telling blow inthe 
iew weeks of power still left him. Johr Kenny 
of the Board ot Finance, Michael J. O’Donneli of 
the Tax Commiseion aud Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic County Commiitee, Edward A. Dugan of 
the Etreet and Water Commission, aud Kelly of 
the Police Commission could all he replaced by 
appointees of Cleveland's own, Who wouid hold 
oulice for two or three years. In many other 
ways he could make Lis power feit, and he is 
the man todo i. He not only does not care 
tor the public seryice, but he bas no obligation 
of any Bort which he ‘would not disregard in 
order {0 serve himself or wreak revenge. This 
condition of affairs has made the ficht against 
him by tae Jersey City Aews and its backers 
important. 

The taik about Boss Davis for Mayor evi- 
dentiy never had anything in It. He would not 
dare to run, He dare pot release his grip as 
Sheriff,on the Grand Jury. Moreover, he and 
Cleveland doubtless have a perfect undersiand- 
ing.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT.

PLEASED WITH THE DEAL. 

In financial and railway circles yesterday 
there was no other subject discussed with half 
as much interest as attended the news of the 
sale of the piratieal Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern Railroad. It was the practically unt- 
versa! opinion that the deal must bring excep- 
tionally beneficial results. One of the most im- 
portant expressions came from Chairman 
Walker of the Inter-State Railway Association. 
He said: “It is good news, for it temoves the 
cause Of great trouble.” 

Other opinions included this, from Vice-Presi- 
dént McMullen of the Chicago and Alton, who 
said: “It removes the most troublesome factor 
trom the railroad situation. If the Burlington 
and Northern becomes officially part of the 
‘ Q’ system, that is a guarantee tor its benavior, 
as the ‘Q’ cannot atiord to indulge in any 
underhand work at the Northwest, its interests 
in piper territory being of far greater magui- 
tude.’ 

General Manager St. John of the Rook Island, 
said: ‘* Why, it almost is too good to be true. Lt 
removes the most dangerous element from the 
ratiroad situation.” 

General Manager J, M. Whitman of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern said: “The cause of 
contention removed, the cure must follow. [ 
belleye it will result in better feeling all 
around, and that it will bring avout a uniferm- 
ity of rates that will be permanent. I have 
every confidence that this will be the case. I 
cannot see any other result.” 

Vice President Reinhart of the Atehison said: 
“It will remove @ great bone of contention 
among the Western roads, as the practice of 
cutting rates will disappear to a certain degree 
for some time. The Burlington Road has been 
looked upon by the competing roadg as being 
ruled by the Chicago, Burlington-and Quincey, 
and whenever the former cut rates the other 
roads blamed the latter for the action. Thus 
the consolidation will putanend to this state 
of affairs. As to the terms, I think the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy has made a good invest- 
ment.” 

Similar opinions came from every prominent 
railway manager whose views were expressed. 
Aniong bankers the same feeling of confidence 
prevailed. 

Dispatehes received from Boston and Phila- 
deciphia combate the theory that the Pennsyl- 
Vaula and the Manitoba companies were back 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy in the 
deal, The denials were not quite so sweeping 
as they could have been made, however, and 
there is good reason to expect that ultimately 
the Pennsylvania and Manitoba interests will 
be openly admitted, though for reasons of their 
own it will be denied for some time to come 
that any other interest than the Burlington 
and Quincy is involved. The real buyer is the 
Burlington and Quinoy, but its operation is 
likely to be found to savor a good deal of the 
rOle of broker. When payment is finally to be 
made, the Manitoba and Pennsylvania compa- 
nies (or their * friends’’) will provide the credit 
on which ga collateral trust bond can be doated, 
with the acquired Burlington and Northerh 
stock as a@ basis.

TRYING TO SAVE THE GRANT. 

The Street and Water Board of Jersey City 
yesterday directed the New-Jdersey Central 
Railroad Company to remove all obstructions 
from what is known as the “city grant” in 
South Cove. The city has found it necessary to 
keep ita eyes well opened to save the grant 
from seizure by the raitroad companies that 
surround it. 

The grant is of.a tract of land covering about 
eight acres between the Central and the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad’s canal. It was given 
by the State to the city some years ago on con- 
dition of the payment by the city of $1,000. 
‘he grant had a good water front, but though 


the city’s wator front privileges are contined tu 
a single dock at the toot of Morgan-street, the 
authorities did not take steps to accept the gift 
till -it had almost lapsed. Meanwhile, the 
New-Jersey Central began approaching if from 
one side and the Lehigh Valley from the 
other, and to-day it is pretty well hemmed In 
by their tracks. The New-Jersey Céntral has 
laid tracks along the water front and so cut off 
its water connection. It bas also stretched its 
tracks nearly to the heart of the grant. These 
are the tracks which the board yesterday or- 
dered to be removed. 

Meanwhile the Lehigh Valley Company has 
heen running its rails down along the other 
side. When it reached the Henderson-streot 
bridge north of the grant the city took alarm 
and prevented the progress of the work. Po-

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TOLD TO THE COMMISSIONERS. 
CHICAGO, Mareh 13,—Inter-State Commerce 

Commissioners Morrison and Veazey to-day 

continued their investigation of the charges of 

railway extortion on Western food produots 
en route eastward. J. N. Faithorn, Chairman 
of the Western and Northwesiern divisions of 
the Western Freight Association, contended that 
the present rates from Nebraska and Kansas 
were 25 to 30 per cent. lower than five years

He'said in reply to a question that he 
could not tell whether the cost of operating the 
rallroads was now considerably less than 
formerly. 

Chairman Walker of the Inter-State Railway 
Association argued that the troubles of the 
farmers Wore due not to excessive freight rates, 
but to the unusually large crops, the latter fact 
causing prices to fall below remunerative fig- 
ures, Further reductions in railroad rates 
would only pull the market lower, and not help 
the farmers. 

The commission adjourned to continue the in- 
vestigation in Sioux City.

MANY IMPROVEMENTS PLANNED. 
RICHMOND, Va., March 138.—President M. FE. 
Ingalls of the Chesapeake and Ohio system was 
in the city yesterday. He says that his company 
is making many important improvements along 


the line and contemplates many other and 
more important ones during the year. It has 
double-tracked the road for twenty-five miles 
anud-as soon as possible it expects to double- 
track the whole line. President Ingalls says: 
‘During the fiscal year encing June 30, the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Company will have spent 
in improvements in various ways about 
$2,500,000, One hundred and fifty miles of main 
track have been laid with feventy-tive-pound 
steel rails which take the place of the oid fifty 
and fifty-six-pound steel rails. Thirty-five lo- 
comotives and 1,800 freight cars have been 
bought and still the supply is not equal to the

STATESMEN ON A JUNKET. 








A QUIET DAY IN THE JERSEY LEGISLAT- 
URE IN CONSEQUENCE. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 13,—The session of the 
Legislature to-day was a brief one. So many 
members of the House went on the junketing 
trip to Atlantic City that a bare quorum Was on 
hand when Speaker Heppenheimer rapped for 
order at the morning session of the Assembly. 
Among the bills reported was a bill designed to 
give the Erie Railroad the power to obstruct 
Tenth-street with afreight platform. One of the 
bills passed was that by Marsh, Democrat, al- 
lowing Elizabeth and other second-class cities 
to spend $50,000 of their license moneys on 
street Improvements, 

Mr. Voorhees, Republican, of Elizabeth, has 
a@ bili before the House which is designed to 
help the city out of a peculiar complication. 
The law as it stands now forces Elizabeth to 
tax herself to pay interest on bonds she bolds 
i her Treasury. Some time ago Llizapeth ad- 
usted her old debt bonds and issued new bonds 
for the adjusted amount. According to the 
provisions of the law under which this was 
done the any | was compelled to put in each tax 
levy asum for the interest on the bonds. The 
city has purchased a large number of these 
bonds at 50 per cent., but the law compels her 
to go on raising the money each year to pay 
the interest on them. Mr. Voorhees’s bill pro- 
poses to do away with this anomaly. 

The Senate Committee on Municipal Corpora- 
tious has revamped the Jersey City City Hall 
bill—an amendment to the act under which 
the newly-appeinted Commissioners are to act— 
in order to fitittothe new condition of things. 
Mayor Cleveland attempted to turn the occa- 
sion to his own account, as THE TIMES has al- 
ready explained, in order to make himself the 
absolute boss of the Jom, After Tuk TiIMus 
called attention to this feature of the act it 
was taken back into the committee. It is said 
that the substitute just reported by the commit- 
tee has had taken outof it the special features 
that commended it to the Mayor’s approbation, 
and in its present shape it will prubably go 
through. 

The House Committee on Municipal Corpora- 
tions has reported a substitute for the bill, in+ 
troduced by Mr. Trefz, creating a city Board of 
Electrical Control. In its original shape the 
act apyited to both the first-class cities in the 
State, but the substitute reaches Newark only, 
itis said. It provides for the conetruction, in 
any one street or avenue, of not more than one 
conduit for electric ight, telephone, or tele- 
graph wires. Itis for the Common Council to 
say, On the request of the Board of Electrical 
Control, Whether such conduit shall be con- 
structed and operated for such city, or whether 
the privilege to coustruct shall be given to 
Some person or corporation. 

It also establishes a aon-partisan Board of 
Electrical Control of four members, to be nom- 
inated by the Mayor to the Council. After the 
appointment of the board it is te be unlawful to 
erect poles or wires without the permission of 
the commission 

A joint committee of the Legislature has just 
been appointed to inquire into the cause of the 
agricultural depression throughout the State.

THE JUSTIN CAKTRIDGE. 


PREPARATIONS FOR A TEST THAT IS TO 
BE MADE TO-DAY. 


Utica, N.Y., March 13.—The experiments pre- 
liminary to the test of the Justin dynamite 
cartridge for heavy ordnance were made te-day 
at Perryville Falls, near Canastota. The gun, a 
twelve-ton nine-inean Blakesley rifle, has been 
in positionin the ravine, with a range of one- 
toird of a mile against a target ofwolid rock. 

The gun was tested this morning by firing a 
245-pound solid shot, with 30 pounds of heavy- 


grained powder, point blank at the oliff. The 
Dall tore tons of the rock away, cutting through 
trees twenty inches in diameter, and glancing 
at an angle of rock rebounded 30U yards in a 
sidelong direction over the top of the hill. 

The test of the gun was considered satis- 
factory. Tbe gun will, therefore, be used to- 
morrow to testthe Justin cartridge, of which 
one weighing 311 pounds is in readiness. If 
the dynamite composition in the cartridge can 
be shotfrom the gun, hot exploding till the 
cartridge strikes the rock, the test will be con- 
sidered satisfactory. 

The preparations for the test have cost sev- 
eral thousand dellars, aud the result will be 
awaited with interest.

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The Senate did all it could yesterday to- 
ward appropriating nearly a million of dol- 
lars of public money for public buildings, 
and, except for a little item of $10,000 for 
a building in Yellowstone Park, nota single 
vote was given. for or against any one of 
the sums, and there was not at any time a 
quorum of Senators present. This state of 
things must fill the soul of Mr. Speaker 
REED with disquiet. Here he has been for 
months fighting the battle of the quorum, 
so to speak, and insisting upon the duty of 
members of Congress to take part in pro- 
ceedings of the house to which they belong. 
The “upper” branch of the National Legis- 
lature coolly knocks his theory to pieces 
by passing bills not only without the pres- 
ence of a quorum, but without the votes of 
those present. Undoubtedly it is a safe as- 
sumption, in fact, thatif all the Senators 
had been present and voting the public 
buildings bills would have passed all the 
same; butis it a safe assumption in law 
that absence and silence are the equivalent 
of presence and votes? i 











Mr. Doupn’s investigating committee has 
got itself into a position where it seems im- 
possible to, stop, and absard, if nothing 
else, to go on. To any man of sense who 
has followed its course it is now shown to 
be simply out of the question to discover 
how the “‘secret” proceedings of the Senate 
become known. The only witnesses who 
could tell either refuse or fail todo so. Mr. 
Do.pH has committed the blunder of de- 
claring that those who refuse shall be com- 
pelied to disclose their knowledge, though 
he vught to know that there are two ob- 
stacles in the way of any such process, 
either of which is insuperable.

None of these candidates received even a 
plurality of the votes last April, and the 
only one who had but one opposing candi- 


date was defeated by a majerity of 867. 


General there were four candidates, and the 
Democratic plurality ranged from 3,740 to 
4,419. But in Rhode Island a plurality 
does not elect, and the Republicans had a> 
majority of nine on joint ballot in the 
Legislature. It was by that body that the 
Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary 
of State, and Treasurer were chosen. The 
Democrats have nominated JoHN W. Davis 
again for Governor, He was elected three 
years ago, and last year came within 265 
votes of a majority in a total of 43,104 for 
the four candidates. The canvass seems to 
be making very little stir thus far this year, 
prohibition having been apparently elim- 
inated from politics and ballot reform hav- 
ing been adopted by the last Legislature. 
Tariff reform seems likely to have as much 
to do as any question in the coming elec- 
tion. 








When the fruit growers of California 
went to Congress to ask for an increased 
duty on prunes, we thought that the ex- 
treme of impudence had been reached in 
that direction. But the orange growers of 
Florida have shown themselves quite equal 
to their transcontinental brethren. They 
are urging the Ways and Means Committee 
to impose a duty of 1 cent each upon im- 
ported oranges, and to take away from 
importers the allowance for damage en 
route; in other words, to exact on all im- 
ported fruit a heavy duty whether it ever 
reaches the market or not. Their plea that 
they cannot compete with foreign fruit is 
an impertinence in the face of the fact 
that the present very large trade in Florida 
oranges has been built up under the present 
duties and in spite of exactly this compen- 
sation. The only effect of this most oppres- 
sive tax would be, as the men who seek it 
very well know, to increase their own 
profits while absolutely prohibiting the 
sale of the cheap oranges which are now 
consumed by the poorer classes. Like nearly 
every .‘‘protective” scheme it is directed 
against the interests of the working people. 








It is not surprising that the Missouri 
anti-combination law has been declared 
unconstitutional. by the court in which a 
test case was heard. It is quite probable 
that the decision will be sustained by the 
higher court. We pointed out immediately 
after the enactment of this law that parts 
of it invited such a decision, having been 
inserted—as was reported at the time in 


Missouri—by legislators who were really op- 
posed to the bill, and who sought to make 
the law worthless because they could not 
prevent the passage of some bill of the 
kind. It is noticeable that fhe defend- 
ant in the test case is a local hard- 


ware company, and that no _ seri- 
ous attempt has been made to en- 
force the law against the manufacturers 
who are in the Lead Trust and the Lin- 
seed Oil Trust, although a large part. of 
the property controlled by these great 
organizations is situated in Missouri. 
There was a great show of taking action 
under the law against all corporations 
interested in combinations, but the local 


members of these two great Trusts have 
never displayed any anxiety as to any 
probable proceedings against. them, and 
have peacefully added large properties in 
the State to their organizations since the 
bill becamé a law. 








DEMOCRATIC FOLLY. 

Only four Democrats voted for the Sax- 
ton Ballot-Reform bill on its final passage 
in the Assembly yesterday. These were 
Brapy, KERRIGAN, MENNINGER, and SOH- 
MER, all of this city. All the Democrats 
who took part in the debate spoke in oppo- 
sition to the bill. Their opposition was 
directed mainly against the exclusively 
official ballot, and took the form of a plea 
for the illiterate voter. There is doubt- 
less some truth in the virtual admis- 
sion that the ignorant voters are to be 
found chiefly in the Democratic Party, but 
there is no reason why a single voter should 
be disfranchised under the proposed law, 
and no one would be disfranchised by the 
operation of the law itsélf. If any one lost 
his vote it could only be through his own 
neglect. It should also be considered that 
the illiterate voters are always at a disad- 
vantage and are the very class most in need 
of the protection which this bill would 
give. They are most subject to the influ- 
ences of bribery, intimidation, and ceer- 
cion, and the Democrats are liable at any 
time to lose such control as they may now 
have over them through the operation of 
those influences. 

The Saxton bill makes every reasonable 
provision for facilitating the exercise of the 
suffrage by the most ignorant and stupid of 
voters. In the first place, it requires that 
the nominations shall be published several 
days before the election ‘as nearly as prac- 
ticable in the precise form, arrangement, 
and appearance of the ballots to be used on 
election day.” On those ballots the names 
of the candidates of each party would oc- 
cupy a separate column under the party 
designation. As the opposition comes en- 
tirely from Democrats, we will assume that 
the candidates of the Democratic Party 
would occupy the second column of the 
ballot and suggest that the amount of edu-, 
cation necessary to enable any one to iden- 
tify and remember that column would be 
within the capacity of the humblest fol- 
lower of Tammany. He might also bo 
taught withont much strain to draw a 
pencil mark through each of the other 
columns. Moreover, he would be per- 
mitted to take with him into the 
polkiagz piace “any printed or written 
memorandum or paper to assist him 
in marking or preparing his ballot.” Ff, 
for instance, he was anxious to make suro 
of voting the Tammany ticket, he could 
have lists of names in the form of the bal- 
lot with pencil marks already drawn 
through the columns which he wished to 
reject, and his task would be a matter of 
imitation which could be taught to an in- 
telligent monkey. But if he did not choose 
to be directed at all in advance of the elec- 
tion, or by persons outside the polling 
place, he ceuld, on taking oath to his in- 
ability to read or write, receive the assist- 
ance of two election officers of different 
parties, who would make|the erasures ac- 
cording to his directions. This would be 





merely a matter of choice with the voter 


For ali the offices except that of Attorney | himself. This, it is said, would violate the 





secrecy of the ballot, but the way he voted 
would only be known to the voter himself 


and to the officers whose assistance he. 


voluntarily asked, and the latter would be 
bound by oath and under penalties not to 
revealit. This is in effect a protection of 
secrecy such as is not possible under the 
present system. Now it is impossible for an 
illiterate voter to cast asecret ballot. He is 
compelled to depend upon others for the 
ballot he uses, and is liable to be deceived 
by designing persons. 

But all this anxiety en behalf of the 
illiterate voter is a pretense. Politicians 
of the Hill and Tammany stripe are not 
solicitous lest the illiterate should be dis- 
franchised or lest the secrecy of their votes 
should be violated by the revelation of 
their choice to an election officer. What 
they fear is that the protection of the inde- 
pendence of this class of voters will deprive 
the ‘‘ heelers” of the opportunity of ‘* voting 
them” in masses. They do not wish the 
illiterate voters to be enabled to do their 
own voting, but desire to retain the power 
of placing votes in their hands and marshal- 
ing them to the polls to cast their ballots 
blindly as directed by the political ‘‘ work- 
ers.” They wish to coerce and dragoon them 
to the support of their candidates and re- 
tain the saloon influence incontrolling them. 
In short, they are opposed to the very pur- 
pose of the Saxton bill as expressed in its 
title, which is “to promote the independ- 
ence of voters” and to ‘enforce the se- 
crecy of the ballot.” 

Now, this position on the part of Demo- 
crats in the Legislature or elsewhere is one 
of extreme folly. The contest for the con- 
trol of the ignorant, the timid, and the 
vonal in the electoral body is most demoral- 
izing, and it is bound to become more and 
more a losing contest for the Democratic 
Party. This element is an uncertain fac- 
tor for which both parties will contend so 
long as it is subject to competition. It 
should be eliminated from the competition 
ef corrupt influences by throwing about 
the exercise of the suffrage safeguards that 
will make voting a matter of individual 
choice for every citizen. Moreover, this 
element is comparatively small, and is s0 
localized that its possession is not a gen- 
eral advantage to any party. There is a 
vastly larger class in the intelligent work- 
ingmen, whose general sympathies are with 
the Democratic Party, but who earnestly 
desire the protection of the oflicial ballot 


and the method of voting that goes with it, 
There is more advantage in retaining their 
support than in any possible control over 
the ignorant and the vicious. They have 


been showing a great deal of independence 


of late, and nothing would be more certain 
to repel them from the Democratic Party 
than a refusal to accord the protection to 
the suffrage which they demand. 

Furthermore, what the Democratic Party 
most needs to-day is to win support from 
the earnest, intelligent, and thinking men 
of the country, those who are for tariff re- 
form, civil service reform, and electaral 
reform, who believe in purity of elections 
and the administration of public’ interests 
for the benefit of the whole people. These 
are the men who are to decide the politicai 
contests of the future, and many of them 
would be ready to go to the support of the 
Democratic Party to-day if they could have 
reasonable assurance that its reform tend- 
ency would prevail over the reactionary 
tendency represented in such selfish and 
purblind politicians as HILL and GORMAN. 
Nothing is more calculated to repel sup- 
port from the Democratic Party than re- 
sistance to ballotreform, whichis demanded 
by every class of intelligent and honest 
citizens and opposed only by those politi- 
cians who rely upon ignorance and corrup- 
tion to gain their own personal ends. The 
Democrats in the Legislature could commit 
no greater act of folly and do their party 
no greater harm than by compassing the 
defeat of the Ballot Reform bill. 








TAMMANY AND THE STREETS. 


TuE TIMES has frequently expressed the 
belief that Mr. GRANT was disposed to be 
as good a Mayor as Tammany Hall would 
permit him to be. It seems, however, that 
the good intentions of a Mayor who regards 
himself as in the first place the representa- 
tive of Tammany Hall do not count for 
very much. The fact is that the interests of 
Tammany Hall are at all points in the gon- 
duct of the Municipal Government, and 
diametrically, opposed to the interests 
of the people. Tammany is an 
ganization of tax-eaters, 
is necessarily arrayed against the tax- 
payers. A Mayor cannot represent at once 
Tammany and the city. He must cleave to 
the one and despise the other. Mr. GRANT 
is showing with increasing clearness that 
he means to bea Tammany Mayor, and that 
is the same thing as saying that, even in 
spite of himself, he must be a bad Mayor. 

The business of street cleaning is a crucial 
test of the question whether the Municipal 
Government is conducted for the benefit of 
the city or of the politicians. We have had 
so much experience with various methods 
of doing this work and leaving it undone 
that every intelligent citizen must have a 
clear opinion about it. The best and cheap- 
est way of cleaning the streets is undou bt- 
edly by letting out the work to the lowest 
responsible bidder according to carefully- 
drawn contracts and under rigid offi- 
cial supervision. But tis is pre- 
cisely the method which the _ poli- 
ticians abhor. If the competition is 
genuine the contractor can’t afford 
to have any other than capable workmen, 
to pay them more than the market price 
for their labor, or to exact less than a fair 
day’s work for each of them. In such a 
system there is no chance for favoring the 
incapable or the lazy by getting jobs for 
them at more than they could earn in pri- 
vate work. But the claims of the “ lead- 
ers” upon the “ boys,” of the patrons upon 
the clients, are based upon the leaders’ 
power of getting ‘‘soft things” for the 
boys, whereby the boys may get more 
money for less work than they could get 
elsewhere or otherwise. Every tax-eater is 
therefore in favor of doing the work of 
street cleaning by the department itself 
through the employment of men who aro 
“workers” rather in politics than on the 
streets. Whoever is in favor of cleaning 
them by contract is ao friend of the tax- 


or- 
and as such 





payer, and by conseguence an enemy of 
Tammany Hall. 

The method pursued in filling the place 
of Commissioner COLEMAN, who honestly 
tried to clean the streets, but who found 
Tammany too strong for him, was one very 
frequently adopted in such cases. A repu-. 
table professional man, the most reputable 
who could be found to take the place, was 
appointed to it, and provided witha deputy, 
who was to look after the politics of the 
department. That is to say, the business 
of this deputy is to counteract any attempts 
his chief may make to get the work done 
in an efficient and economical fashion, 
and for his own part to bentl his efforts to 
doing it in an inefficient and wasteful 
fashion. If the nominal chief consents. to 
be a mere figurehead, and to draw his pay 
without trying to earn it, he may havea 
comfortable life. If he attempts to do the 
work in the best and cheapest way, his life 
will be made a burden to him. It is con- 
siderably to the credit of Mr. Loomis, the 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning, that he 
is not content to draw his pay and hold his 
peace, and that he is considerably disgusted 
with his inside view of a municipal depart- 
ment under the reign of Tammany Hall. 
If he could manage his office to suit 
himself, his departure just at this 
time, when the remains of a snow- 
storm and a _ subsequent thaw are 
incumbering the streets, and when special 
efforts on the part of his department are 
needed, would be strange and not easily to 
be explained. But if he cannot do any- 
thing to the purpose by staying, he may as 
well go about inspecting the systems of 
street cleaning in other cities as to do any- 
thing else—except, indeed, to resign an 
oftice which he is not permitted properly to 
administer. 

We may be quite certain of one thing, 
and that is that asystem of cleaning the 
streets under contract will not be adopted 
except against the determined opposition 
of Tammany Hall, and that precisely be- 
cause it is the proper and businesslike 
method. Whenever large numbers of un- 
skilled laborers are required in municipal 
work there is an opportunity for the poli- 
ticians which they will not give up with- 
outastruggle. Whoever wishes to win the 
favor of Tammany Hall, either as Mayor or 
as Street Commissioner, must join the poli- 
ticians and help them to this opportunity, 
and this a public officer cannot do without 
betraying the public. 








THE LABOR CONFERENCE. 

The conference on the labor question 
finally called in Berlin at the instance of 
the Emperor WILLIAM is not received by 
the workingmen’s organizations on the 
Continent in any hopeful or even amiable 
spirit. To them it seems very much like a 
“certain congregation of politic worms,” 
since the chief occupation of those 
who are to take part in it is in 
the view of the workingmen to _ eat 
of the very flesh of the community. 
Nor is this view without justice in one re- 
spect, for whatever may be the excuse, and 
however diflicult it may be to change an 
order of things that has grown out of cent- 
uries of conflict, there is no denying that 
the vast armies and fleets of Europe—and to 
a less extent of England as well—do con- 
sume in worse than waste the substance of 
the peoples. More than any one thing, per- 
haps more than all others, their main- 
tenance makes cruelly hard the lot of 
the workingmen and workingwomen of 
the various countries. It*not only takes 
a very large share of the product of their 
actual labor, but it takes from the product- 
ive classes, for the most energetic and fruit- 
ful years of their life, almost the whole 
mass of the young menof each country. 
And while these hands are bound in idle- 
ness, not only the daily food and clothing 
and lodging of the soldiers ‘‘ with the flags” 
have to be provided for, but immense sums 
are expended in the machinery and muni- 
tions of war, in arms and vessels and forti- 
fications, And still beyond this is the pos- 
sibility hanging continually above the 
heads of the nations that at a moment’s 
notice war, with its destruction. of life and 
preperty and its disorganization of com- 
merce and industry, may break out. 

lf it were permitted to hope that the con- 
ference of the representatives of the great 
powers would consider for a moment the 
one factin the economic situation, which 
is of more consequence than all others, its 
assemblage might be looked to with some 
hope. But thisisnot permitted. The Em- 
peror WILLIAM, the author of the move- 
ment, would not entertain the suggestion 
ef general disarming by the Governments 
represented, and his immediate foes, the 
French, though a republic, would be as re- 
luctant as he. The Emperor knows that in 
the last resort the army is the instrument 
that he must use at home to “crush” the 
manifestations of discontent if ha can- 
not soothe the discontented, and the 
French feel that whatever the effect upon 
their condition at home, they must be 
prepared for a conflict abroad, whenever it 
is forced upon them, or the moment comes 
when they canchallengeit. Austria, Italy, 
and Russia—though it is not yet settled 
that the last-named power will accept the 
conference—are equally bound by their 
fear.of each other, or their jealousy and 
hatred, to keep up at any cost their means 
of waging war. With the rea! and fruitful 
solution of the problem thus shut out from 
consideration, the conference will be limit- 
ed to minor and relatively insignificant 
points. Even if the delegates should be 
allowed to take up the only serious ques- 
tion remaining, that of State aid in ameli- 
orating the condition of the working 
classes, they could only add to the general 
burden of expenditure which, in the long 
run, must fall most heavily upon those who 
are least able to bear it. 

Noris itonly inits direct consequences 
that the maintenance of the crushing 
war establishments of Europe weigh upon 
the laboring men. The taxation that it 
necessitates has for a number of years 
steadily assumed more and more the form 
of tariff duties, which are in their nature, 
and inevitably, obstructive to productiom 
The war of tariffs that has been carried on 
more or less openly in all European coun- 
tries for the last twenty years has greatly 
increased the cost of living, added to the 


difficulties of industry, hampered com- 
merce, and made labor less productive, and 
all this in addition to the weight of the 
contributions actually received by the va- 
rious Governments and devoted to public 
purposes. This extension and aggrava- 
tion of tariffs has not been due so much 
to a change in economic opinion as to 
political necessity. The Governments, at 
their wits’ ends to invent taxes that the 
people will submit to with the greatest 
patience, have found the prevailing error 
that taxes on imports are paid solely by 
the foreigner of the greatest service, and 
they have nourished and fostered it until 
it is now almost universal among those 
whose opinion, though not the most intelli- 
gent, has the most weight. Probably this 
effect of the political relations of the vari- 
ous Governments to each other and to their 
respective peoples has been as injurious as 
any other element, and is the most difficult 
to deal with. Yet it is plain that secure 
peace and general freedom of commercial 
intercourse are the two conditions to any 
real improvement. The conference will 
consider neither, and its work will be of 
the most limited value. 








ESTIMATES OF THE PRESIDENT. 

“Tll be d—d if Ill ever go to see the 
President again for anybody, I don’t care 
who it is or what he wants,” said the Gov- 
ernor of a State that has been solidly Re- 
publican for generations. 

‘**l would rather talk to the Sphinx, for 
out of that you can get some response—out 
of HARRISON never,” said another Repub- 
lican prominent in Washington official life 
and in the councils of his party: 

“If the President wants to appoint his 
man from Indiana, why in h—ll doesn’t 
he do it?” asked with visible anger a great 
Republican Senator who was a distin- 
guished statesman before BENJAMIN HaR- 
RISON was ever heard of outside of Indian- 
apolis. 

*“He’s so confounded obstinate and so 
bent upen displeasing everybody except 
himself that if a poor fellow should ask him 
for five dollars, and HARRISON determined 
to give him anything—which would be alto- 
gether improbable—he’d give him four dol- 
lars or six dollars rather than the sum 
asked for,” was the remark of another Re- 
publican who helped elect Mr. HARRISON 
and now evidently regrets it. 

“He toes in mentally as well as phys- 


ically,” is the sententious description of 
the President given by a lively Senator 
from a banner Republican State in the 
West. 

The profanity of some of these observa- 


tions is shocking. The tone of them, one 
and all, is extremely painful to patriotic 
Americans who respect the great office that 
BENJAMIN HARRISON holds, 








‘THE NEW POSTAGE STAMP. 

When JoHN WANAMAKER of Philadelphia 
puts defective and damaged goods upon his 
bargain counter he is accustomed to **‘mark 
down” the price thereof. His new two-cent 
postage stamps, though defective and dam- 
aged and in every*respect, except as to di- 
mensions, odious to the eye, are sold at 
regular rates. 

The reduction in size of the stamp is 
an obvious improvement. Our stamps 
have hitherto been too large. But the 
engraving, the ink, and the printing are 
execrable. WASHINGTON’S ear is made to 
appear as if it had been cropped, the lobe 
terminating in @ point. Back of the ear 
the dull-red ink is laid om so thickly as to 
appear almost black. This would be no 
artistic defect if a wise restraint had been 
shown in the inking of other parts of the 
oval, so as to inaintain an agreeable balance 
of lightand shade. Butin the cross-hatching 
around the head as well as on the bey- 
eled edge of the shield, and in the open 
space about the “2’s,” the ink has been 
daubed on until the engraver’s lines only 
here and there appear, rari nantes in gurgite 
vasto. Upon the roll of the hair just back 
of the ear there is a curious, unsightly 
white spot, as if the graver’s tool had 
slipped. This is an attempt to render a 
**high light” in the original portrait, but it 
has been most clumsily executed. 

These individual blemishes may escape 
the casual glance, but it would be a 
dull eye indeed that failed to note 
the smudgy aspect of the stamp as a 
whole, and there is a general com- 
plaint that unless extreme care is used 
in affixing the stamp, the surplus ink pre- 
fusely defiles the stationery and makes the 
fingers look as if they had felt the edge of 
CLARKSON’s gory and celebrated axe, It is 
the nastiest stamp ever issued by the Post 
Office Department. 











THE LAKE SHORE COLLISION, 

The testimony taken by the Coroner con- 
cerning the collision on the Lake Shore 
Road near Buffalo shows that the helpless 
condition of the five ‘‘ wild” cars, after the 
coupling had parted, was well known to the 
conductor, HOUGHTALING, when the loss of 
these cars was discovered by him. It will 
be recalled that the ferward section of the 
broken train, consisting of the engine and 
seven cars, was stopped on a down grade 
immediately after this discovery was made, 
and that the swiftly-moving and uncon- 
trollable sleeping cars struck these sta- 
tionary cars, six persons losing their lives 
in the wreck. 

The train had brokenin two at the same 
place in Dunkirk, and at that time the air 
brake couplings were so badly injured that 
they could not be reset. If new hose and 
anew coupling had been put on, the air 
brakes would have been effective through- 
outthe train. The conductor testified that 
after the separation at Dunkirk be sent the 
inspector for the new hose that was need- 
ed. ‘““When he got back,” the conductor 
continued, ‘“‘and crawled under to connect 
it, I called him out and said to him: 
‘Never mind. We've got six cars with air 
brakes, and they will hold us all right.’” 
These “six cars” were the forward cars 


and in the path of the “wild” cars. If the 
inspector had been permitted to attach the 
new hose and coupling—which could have 
been done in a very few minutes—the 
‘*wild” cars would have stopped immedi- 
ately after the separation of the two sec- 
tions on the down grade. “If the train 





had broken with the connections all prop- 


that were afterward stopped on the grade. 





erly made,” testified HovGHTALING, “the 
rear portion would have stopped still on 
the track.” 

When the conductor of the sleeping cars 
discovered that the train was running in 
two parts he sought to apply the air brakes, 
and tried in vain the cord in each of the 
cars before he went to the hand brakes. But 
the air brakes on these cars were known by 
Conductor HOUGHTALING to be useless. If he 
had told the conductor of the sleeping cars 
about this, the latter might have checked 
the speed of the cars by the hand brakes 
without losing any time. It appears from 
HOUGHTALING’S own testimony that, after 
he had told the engineer about the condi- 
tion of the brakes, he ‘“‘teok no other pre- 
cautions.” When asked whether the brake- 
men knew that the air brakes wers useless 
on the five rear cars, he replied that he did 
not Know. He admitted that the train 
would have been made safe if the in- 
spector had been permitted to put in 
the new hose at Dunkirk, and that, 
if two brakemen had been stationed 
at the point of separation after leaving 
Dunkirk, the collision would not have 
taken place. He gave no reason for his 
instructions that the inspector should not 
put in the new hose except that he ‘con- 
sidered the train perfectly safe, and it would 
have delayed us.” Itis remarkable that a 
man of ordinary intelligence, who had been 
a conductor on the Lake Shore Road for 


thirty-five years, s0 completely failed to do 
his duty. 


MR. AUSTIN'S RESIGNATION.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 13.—C, ©. Austin, 
United States Marshal for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Alabama, created quite a stir in Repub- 
lican political oircles by telegraphing his 
resignation to Attorney General Miller at 
Washington to-day. Austin, who was ap 
pointed last July by President Harrison, 
is @ very popular man in both par- 
ties, and is regarded as one of the 
strongest and most able young men in the State. 
However, the day before Austin was appointed, 
Attorney General Miller appeared before Presi- 
dent Harrison with a commission for the offic 
made out tg CG A. McClellen, who is regarded 
here as nothing less than an all-round “ boodle” 
politician. Mr. Miller’s favorite was promptly 
rejected, and Mr. Austin’s papers wers made 
out, signed, and delivered. 

Since then Mr. Austin has had tiffs innumer- 
able with his superior. To-day, tiring of the 
game, he telegraphed his resignation, to take 
effect immediately. To Tnx Times's corre- 
spondent Mr. Austin stated that his resignation 
was based Lge sy on difficulties arising between 
himself and Mr. Miller, and that he wonld no 
longer be the recipient of such treatment as

WORKINGMEN WANT BALLOT REFORM. 
From Henry George’s Standard. 

The meeting of the Knights of Labor in be- 
half of ballot reform, held at Cooper Union on 
Monday evening last, was in many respects the 
most remarkable mass meeting held in this city 


for years. No previous notoriety was given it 
in the newspapers; in fact, so slight were the 
notices that a vast majority of the people of 
New-York probably failed to hear that such a 
meeting was tv be held. The Knights of Labor 
depended on their own agencies for calling a 
meeting of their own members, and there is no 
doubt that ninety-nine-hundredtns of those 
present vere members of that order. 

The meeting left no room for question as to 
its temper, spirit, and purpose. It declared 
boldly for the passage of tne Saxton bill, and 
there was Do diplomatic pretense of ignorance 
as to the men who are standing in the way of 
tne success of the reform. However inade- 
quate the newspaper appreciation of the event, 
those politiclans who are standing in the way 
of ballot reform will find it un wise to ignore its 
significance. This was a meeting of genuine 
workingmen. There ta danger ahead for poll- 
tielans Who resist their just demands. We also 
wish to say, and say with an emphasis that 
shall penetrate the minds of professed reform- 
ers inside of the Democratic Party, that the 
meeting of Monday nicht bodes ill to that party 
in New-York unless from within its ranks there 
shall come fortb reform leaders who wili see to 
it that the stupid legislators who are obeying 
Hill's behests at Albany are not permitted to 
commit the Democratic Party of New-York to 
the obstructive tactics of its unscrupulous Goy- 
ernor. 





NO STATE INTFRFERENCE WANTED, 

MILWAUKEE, March 13.—The full text of the 
protest of the three Vatholic Bishops of Wis- 
consin—Heiss, Flasch, and Katzer—against the 
Bennett Scheol law was made public to-day. 
The gist of the long document issued by the 
Bishops is that the law goes so far as to leave 
it to the decision of the State School Board as 
to whether any school is to be regarded as hav- 
ing a legal existence or not.

“We have, indeed, nothing agaivust the demand 
that reading, writing, arithmetic, and United States 
history be taught in the Engiish language, but we 
do object to the power granted by this provision to 
school dDoards to decide whether our schools have a 
right to exist before the law.’’ 

The” Bishops explain that “they cannot but 
apprebend the ultimate intention is to destroy 
the parochial system altogether.” They add: 
**We bave never receivei one single sent of 
State belp for our schools—we want 20 State 
interference with them either.”

AMUSEMENTS. 


The second of Mr. Frank Van der Stucken’s 
classical concerts took place at Chickering Hall 
yesterday afternoon. The large audience which 
‘Was present was well rewarded for its atten- 
tion, for the concert was certainly one of the 
most enjoyable of this uncommonly prolific 
musical season. The programme was wel! 
made, consisting of Mozart’s lovely symphony 
in G@ minor, an aria from Boleldieu’s “‘Jean de 
Paris,” Chopin’s F minor piano concerto, Sohu- 
bert’s songs “Der Wanderer” and “ Mein,” and 
Gluok’s suite of music from his operas. 

The soloists were Herr Emil Fischer, the 
basso of the German opera, and Alexander 


Lambert, pianist. Herr Fischer was in ex- 
cellent condition, and it goes without saying 
that he sang as an artist should. His rendering 
of Schubert’s “Wanderer” is familiar to the 
music lovers of the metropolis, but he certainly 
never sang it with more beauty of tone and 
more justice of feeling than he did yesterday 
= He was applauded most enthusiast- 
cally. 

Mr. Lambert's performance wae the best to 
which he has treated local lovers of music in 
many along day. His techniaue was clear and 
adequate and his conception of the composition 
most masicianly. His tone color was warm 
and varied, and altogether he achieved a genu- 
ine artistic success. He was recalled loudly 
half a dozen times, 

‘Mr. Van der Stucken’s orchestra is the best 
he has ever got together, and its work yester- 
day was admirable. The Mozart symphony. 
especially the third movement, was played 
beautifully, and its lovely melodies warmed the 
temper of the audience for what was to follow. 
The Gluck suite was an excellent closing num- 
ber. Mr, Van der Stucken merits warm con: 
gratulation on the excellence of yesterday’4 
performance. 


THE BEETHOVEN QUARTET. 

As the seasons move by, the Beethoven String 
Quartet maintains the high position which it 
established for itself at its firstconcert. Its 
three entertainments this season have been of 
sterling excellence, and the pubiic has shown 
its appreciation in no uncertain manner. Last 
evening’s concert, which was given at Chickering 
Hall to the edification of a large assembly, was 
the last of the organization’s present season, 
and it was thoroughly enjoyable. The pro- 
gramme contained one novelty which proved to 
be well worthy of consideration. 

This was a new string quartet in E flat minor, 
by the distinguished Russian composer Tschai- 
kowsky. The work is characterized by great 
richness of melody and by fine dignity of 
thematic material. The last movement is, 
perhaps, the least valuable, but the first three 
are decidedly delightful. The second, an alle 
gretto scherzondo, is characteristic and piquant. 
The third movement isa funeral march, with 
the strings muted, and is exceedingly good. 
= whole the work is one that will bear repe- 

tion. 

The other instrumental numbers were two 
gavottes by Bach, in F major and D major, a 
scherzo in E major, trom the quartet Opus 44, 
and the Schumann piano quintet, a work whose 
beauty is ever fresh and welcome. The pianist 
was Richard Hoffman, whose work is always 
carefully done. The vocalist of the concert 
was Holst Hansen, baritone, who sang Kjerulf’s 
“Mein Herz und Meine Leier,” Ries’s “ Hin- 
aus,” Lassen’s “Die Helle Sonne Leuchtet,” 
and Jensen’s “Am Manzanares.” 


THE BANGS BENEFIT. 

The entertainment at Palmer’s Theatré yes- 
terday afternoon for the benetit of Frank Bangs, 
the actor, began at 2 o’clock and lasted four 
hours. The attendance was astonishingly small, 
considering the popularity of afternoon per- 
formances in New-York, the excellence of the 
programme, and the reputation of Mr. Bangs. 


The beneficiary himself appeared late in the 


afternoon and recited some verses entitled

JACKSON, Mias., March 13.—The investiga 
tion into the affairs of the State Treasury is 
about completed, but a full report has not been 
made. Treasurer Evans has submitted a report 
to the Commissioners showing eash, bonds, 
&e., received from ex-Treasurer Hemingway 
amounting to $488,910 85, which leaves a 
balanee unaccounted for by the ex-Treasurer of 
$334,612 19, according to the statement of the 
present Treasurer. 

These figures were subdmitted tu R. C. Patty, 
member of the commission from the State at 
large, and he says they are materially correet. 
They may be subject toa few changes, but not 
enough to atfeet the grand total. 

The friends of the ex-Treasurer, who are a 
legion, still persist, in the face of such a bal- 
ance due, that Mr. Hemingway is an honest 
Man, and assert that they do not believe 
ne has expended a penny dishonestly. 
His action throughout and pending the in- 
vestigation convinces every one that he is 
satistied as to hig own honesty. He has staid 
on the ground from the beginning, aad has 
turned over ail his property here, his wheat 
farm in Dakota, and town lots in Kansas City 
ana Seattle for the benelt and protection of his 
bondsamen. 

‘Tive amount will pot cover his Indebtedness to 
the State, but hie bondsmen are able to make 
up any deticit. it 1s understood that the ex- 
Treasurer will engage the services of experts 
and make a more thorough examination of his 
books than the State cemmittes has done. He 
thinks the shortage is due to bad bookkeeping.

The Senate special smelling committee is 

evidently determined to make as complete as 
‘possible its failure to find out how the Wash- 
‘ington correspondents get the proceedings of 
the Senate’s star-chamber sittings. It widened 
its field of inquiry considerably to-day, and 
added to the number of persons it has called in 
to take part in the mirth-producing farce it 
is now presenting to the public. It also added 
two more newspaper men to the list of “ sedi- 
tious” and ** contumacious” witnesses that Chief 
Smeller Dolph wants the Senate to put into 
‘prison for not revealing their private business 
to the committee. 

When Sergeant at Arms Canaday was exam- 
ined by the special smellers they thought he 
testified that he had heard George H. Harries 
of the Washington Star say thatif three of the 
samellers were not on the committee he coulda 
give it some ipformation as to tue source 
whence newspaper men got their news. Mr. 
Harries was therefore subpmnaed to-day, and 
the smelling committee prepared’ itself to get 
something tangibie at least. With due solem- 
nity Chairman Dolph arose to administer the 
Cath, when the witness remarked that he 
did not care to be sworn until he 
knew by what authority the commit- 
tee proposed to put him under oath. 
‘He bad carefully searched the official report of 

proceedings in the Senate and of the Journal of 
hat body, and had found no mention of the 
Yalsing of any such committee as he was then 
beiore. When the smeilers recovered from 
their astonishment they assured Mr. Harries 
that they were a properiv-constituted commit- 
tee. He was not satistied, however, until he 
had been shown the original resolution, which 
had been passed in secret. The committee 
finally let him see the ducument, thus revealing 
@n important star-chamber secret, and Mr. 
Dolph was so fiustrated that he went on 
examining the witness without sadminister- 
ing the oath The committee learned 
from Mr. Harries that he had not made 
the remark the Sergeant at Arms had 
reported, but they learned nothing more. Eaoh 
one of the smellers asked Mr. Harries to-day 
whetier he (the smeller) had ever given him 
avy secret Matter, avd to each question the 
witness refused to answer. A longstring of 
questions, hypothetical and direct, met with 
the same response, and the witness was finally 
allowed to leave. 

Mr. Canaday was then recalled, and this 
time he remembered that David 8. Barry of the 
New-York sun was the man to whom he had 
heard Mr. Harries taik about the committee. 
Messengers were hurried out after Mr. Barry, 
and when he was finally captured the smellers 
learned that he could not recall the subject 
the Sergeant at Arms bad talked about 
Like all the other newspaper witnesses, Mr. 
‘Barry refused to tell where he got star-chamber 
secrets, aud he was added to the list of wicked 
and seditious Rewspaper men. 

The special smellers struck another new 
BCent to-day, which seemed to lead toward the 
White House. secretary Halford was sum- 
moned. He told the commities how executive 
messages for the Senate were prepared and 
sent to the Capitol, but he could throw no light 
upon the subject of how the Senatorial secrets 
leaked out. Assistant Private Secretary Pru- 
den, who has for years delivered all Presiden- 
tial communications to the Senate, was also put 
on the stand. He, too, could tell the smellers 
nothing to help them out of their uncomfort- 
able position, and ke was certain that no treaty 
or any other secret communication ever 
dropped out of his carriage between the White 
House and the Capitol. 

Havine found no leak in the White House, the 
special smellers next turned their atiention to 
‘the State Department, and Chief Thomas W. 
Cridler of the Dipiomatic Bureau, Chief John 
H. Haswell of the Bureau of Indexes and 
Archives, and Clerks Julian Taylor and James 
B. Philp were examined. One after another 
they told how impossible it was for any treaty 
to get to the newspaper men through the State 
Department, and tbe committee learned noth- 
ing from them about the private business affairs 
of the correspondents. The special smeliers are 
pow engaged in searching for clues in the testi- 
mony given by the Senate employes. Each of 
these witnesses appears to have been asked to 
repeat all conversations he had overheard in 
which any newspaper men took part, and as 
several such conversations were taken iu evi- 
dence, the smeliers hope to pick out some- 
thing to ask more questions about. The farce 
is getting to be tiresome. 


The Senate opened its own public-buildings 
pork barrel to-day, and in a quiet, listiess sort 
of way fished out eleven little and big pieces. 
In marked contrast to the noise made by the 


House of Representatives when pork day is 
reached at thatend of the Capitoi, the Senate 
makes no fuss about its pork-tishing exploits. 
Eleven public buildings bills were passed to- 
day without the vote of a single Senator being 
actually cast for or against a single bill, ex- 
cept in one instance. Much less than & 
quorum of Senators were present, and 
each time the question was put on the 
passage of a bill no Senator responded, and 
the bill was duly declared passed. The only 
exception was on the passage of the bill fora 
Post Office building at Mammoth Hot Springs, 
Yellowstone National Park. Tne measure car- 
ried the insignificant appropriation of $10,000, 
and afterremarking that putting up a public 
building at such a place was going pretty far, 
Mr. Reagan voted againstits passage. When 
the barrel was headed up again it had been de- 
pletea of the following chunks: Stockton, Cal, 
$35,000; Mammoth Hot Springs, Yellowstone 
National Park, $10,000; Pawtucket, R. L, 
10,000; Woonsocket, R. £., $100,000; Hudson, 
N. Y., $100,000; Virginia City, Nev., $75,000; 
Hastings, Neb., $150,000; The Dalles, Oregon, 
$100,000; Salem, Oregon, $100,000; Stillwater, 
Miun., $100,000; Reno, Nev., $75,000; total, 
$905,000. This is not a bad sbowing for an 
nour’s work in a Senate without a quorum. 


The Oklahoma bill passed by the House to- 
day contains provisions which, in substance, 
fix the boundaries of the new Territory s0 as to 
include the Cherokee Outlet, with a proviso 


that no iands which the Indians oceupy under 
treaty or law shall be included without their 
consent, except for judicial purposes. It ex- 
tends over the new Territory the Constitution 
aud laws of the United States and the code 
of Nebraska, without interference with the 
local Indiau governments, acting under their 
treaty rights; provides for the appointment of 
the usual Territorial officers and the election of 
a levisiative assembly as seon as the Governor 
suall order, and requires voters to be bona fide 
residents fer at least 60 days preceding the elec- 
tion. The Couneil is to consist of 13 members, 
(which may be increased to 39,) and the 
first session fs to continue not longer than 120 
days. Seven counties are established, which 
are to be detined by the Secretary of the In- 
terlor until otherwise provided by the Assem- 
bly. The county seats are to be at Guthrie, 
Oklahoma City, Norman, Lisbon or King Fisher, 
Beaver, Stillwater, and one more to be fixed by 
the Secretary of the Interior. Provision1s made 
for the establishment of a Supreme and District 
Courts. Tie Cherokee Outlet is declared to be 

ubvlic land and open to settlement under the 

omestead laws, and bona fide settlers and oc- 
cupants are given a preference right. The sec- 
tions, after 24, are devoted to the establish- 
meni of # judicial system in the Indian Terri- 
tory, Which is to be divided into three districts, 
ana courts are to be heli at Muscogee, Vinita, 
Otoka, Ardmore and Purcell.

The Senate and House Committees on Immi- 
gration held their first joint meeting to-day, at 
waich Secretary Windom and Solicitor Hep- 
burn of tho Treasury Department were present. 
‘be Secretary was asked wiy he had selected 
Bedlow’s Island as the landing place for imumi- 
grants under the new arrangement. He 
anawered that Governor's Isiand would have 
suited him just as well—in fact was ex- 
amined by him with a view to locating 
the landing station there—but the 
military authorities objected to giving 
up control of the isiand, and he was compelled 
to look elsewhere. The ‘lreasury Department 
had a foothold on Bedlow’s Island, and it was 
in addition deemed the proper place to land im- 
migravts—under the shadow of the Statue of Lib- 
erty. The isiand contains thirteen acres; tive of 
them are devoted to the park surrounding'the 
statue, and the remainder may be utilized for 
the necessary buildings for the accommodation 
of nmigranis and the transaction of business. 





These buildings will be erected on the west side 
of the island, where they will not interfere with 
the view of the statue, 

Senators McPherson and Evarte asked Seore- 
tary Windom why Ellis Island, where the naval 
powder magazine is now situated, would not be 
& satisfactory site for the immigrant landing 
station. The Secretary responded that in his 
opinion it was too low to be used for 
that purpose. The Senators expressed. the 
views of the opponents of the _ propo- 
sition to use edlow’s Island for the 

urpose in question. They said the statue had 

een presented to the United States by a citi- 
zen of a foreign Government; its site had been 
located by an act of Congress, and by that ac- 
tion the United States dedicated the island, by 
jmplication, if not directly, as a park in which 
the statue should stand, and where nothing 
else should be located.

THOMAS G. COLLINS. 

Thomas G. Collins of Oppenheim, Collins & 
Co. of this city died suddenly of heart disease 
at the Parker House, Boston, Wednesday night. 
At 10 o’clock A, M. on Wednesday Mr. Collins 
left the Gilsey House and started to fulfilla 
business engagement at Boston. His death 
Was a8 unexpected as it was sudden. He had 
attained his fifty-tifth year last September and 
was a bachelor. His business career was an 
honorable and signally successful one. He 
came of Connecticut stock and sprang from 
the Collins family of Collinsville in that State. 


He was born at Waterbury in 1834, and was 
educated at New-Haven. Fortwenty-five years 
he was with the importing cloak tirm of Oppen- 
heim Brothers. On the death of one of the 
firm he became a partner. 

For two years he was associated with Weohs- 
ler & Abrahams of Brooklyn, but severed his 
connection there to form the firm of Oppen- 
heim, Collins & Co. To his business sagacity 
the success of the house is mainly due. Count- 
ing his friends by the hundreds, no man in the 
trade was more widely known or more popular 
East and West than the deceased. 

He was of a genial, social nature and entirely 
unobtrusive. His home for the last fourteen 
Fogo was the Gilsey House, and its proprietor, 

r. Breslin, who was bis intimate friend, yes- 
terday, by wire from Chicazo, placed his hotel 
at the disposal of his relatives and friends for 
the funeral services. 

The funeral services will take place at his 
sister’s residence in Greenpoint, Brooklyn, to- 
morrow. Mr. Collins was &@ member of the 
Phenix Club, Fifth-avenue. He was also a 
Seventh Regiment veteran.

EBENEZER L. ROBERTS. 

Ebenezer L. Roberts, who died yesterday at 

his home in Brooklyn, had long been well 


‘known there and in this city as a successful 


architect and builder. He was born in Middle- 
town, Conn., about sixty-five years ago, and re- 
ceived acommon schooleducation. His taste for 


the profession which he afterward adopted was 
marked from the first. In those days it was the 
custom to “learn a trade” rather than a pro- 
fession, so that Mr. Roberts began his work as 
a carpenter and builder at Meriden, Conn. He 
came to New-York about the year 1850. 

Many important buildings in this city and 
Brooklyn are the work of Mr. Roberts. Among 
them are the Standard Oil Building, at 
26 Broadway; the Ninth National Bank 
Building, Bt. Pauls Methodist Church, 
Fourth-avenue; the Madison-Avenue Dutch 
Reformed Chureh, and the Epiphany Bap- 
tust Church. In Brooklyn may be men- 
tioned the Phenix Building, the Washington- 
avenue Baptist Chureb, of which Mr. Roberts 
was one of the most active members, 
and the residence of Charlies M. Pratt, 
on Clinton-avenue, near Willoughby-street. 
Mr. Roberts also built the gymnasium 
at Amberst College, the Court House at 
Meadviile, Penn., and many other editices. He 
Was engaged at the time be was taken ill in su- 
perintending the construction of William 
Rockefeller’s handsome residence in Tarry- 
town. 

Mr. Roberts married early in life Miss Clara 
Bacon of Middletown, who died last November. 
But one child survives him, Mrs. Hasbrouck of 
Brooklyn.

‘FOOLING WITH DYNAMITE. 


A LABORER’S CARELESSNESS CAUSES A 
TERRIFIC AND FATAL EXPLOSION. 


A fatal explosion of dynamite, which seems 
to have been the result of culpable negligence 
on the part of somebody, ocourred yesterday 
morning near Rockville Centre, L. I. The acci- 
dent caused the death of two persons, and that 
ofa tbird may follow, while others have been 
more or less injured. 

The scene of the explosion is on the line of 
the new Brooklyn Aqueduct, about half way he- 
tween Rockville Centre and Baldwin, on the 
southern branch of the Long Island Railroad. 
A large body of workmen have been lately em- 
ployed here by the city of Brooklyn in remov- 


ing stumps preparatory to further use of the 
ground. The contractor in charge of the work 
is Matthew Kline, and he has accomplished 
wonders in the way of stump lifting, having 
discarded the old-fashioned stump machine and 
en for it the more destructive dyna- 
mite. 

There seems to be no indication that any care 
was taken in the handling of this terrible ex- 
plosive to keep outsiders away, and, according 
to the testimony of one of the sufferers by the 
accident, the man to whose charge the 
dynamite was consigned, and who was in- 
stantly killed by the explosion, was either 
very careless or absolutely ignorant of the pro 
erties of the substance he was using. This 
man was Marcella Stefano, an italian laborer, 
about tifty years of age. At about 9:30 yester- 
day forenoon he took a box containing ninety- 
three dynamite cartridges and opened it before 
a tire burning in the open field about a hundred 
feet from the railroad. The dynamite was wet, 
and Stefano set the rolls of cartridges up on 
ond before the fire todry and then sat down 
and began to prepare them for use by attach- 
ing fuses and caps, the ordinary means of ex- 
ploding the charges. He had just lighted his 
pipe and was smoking complaceatly when, sud- 

enly, be either “ae or threw one of the 
fuses into the fire. The powder exploded with 
a shock that caused the whole mass of dynamite 
to pene. ‘ 

Although in the open air, almost without any 
covering Whatever, the detonation of the dyna- 
mite was terrific. It was heard for miles 
around, and in the neighborhood glass was 
broken, chimneys wrecked, and the ground 80 
shaken that people rushed out of doors think- 
ing that there had been an earthquake, Stefano 
was of course instantly killed, his body being 
literally blown to shreds, the trunk falling to 
the ground 50 feet from the fira. 

alter Smith, a young man of twenty years, 
who was standing near the fire, perhaps 5 or 6 
feet from Stefano, was also killed, his body 
being blown 25 feet, and the heat and breast 
being badly mutilated. 

Dallas Raynor, the son of John H. Raynor of 
Rockville Centre, was o little further away, 
but both his legs were broken below the knees, 
and his face was badly cut and bruised. 
Thomas Baldwin, also near the scene of the 
accident, had his arm broken and received a 
severe shock. None of the three last-named 
victims was employed in the work of the 
aqueduct. Smith lived with his parents ina 
house not far from where the acoident occurred. 

Alarge crowd immediately rushed to the spot, 
and Dr. Hutcheson of Rockville Centre was 
sent for. Raynor, who was the most seriously 
injured of those who were living, was taken to 
his home as soon as possible. His case is a 
critical one, and will very likely prove fatal. 

Coronor Horton wili hold an inquest to- 
morrow at 1 o’clock. inthe meantime he sent 
out orders for the arrest of Matthew Kline, the 
contractor, and Foreman Marrie, who 1s said to 
have direction of the stump work. 

Raynor, in describing the accident as 
soon as he had recovered consciousness, said 
that Smith was killinga snake by holding it 
over the fire at the moment of the explosion. 
He says, also, that hesaw Stefano throw the 
fuse with percussion cap into the fire. 





THE SNAITH CLAIM. 


TESTIMONY SHOWING THAT SNAITH 
LOANED A CONTRACTOR MONEY. 


ALBANY, March 13.—Upon resumption of the 
Snaith claim before the Board of Claims this 
morning Engineer Whittemere was again put 
upon the stand. Ex-Speaker Cole and ex-As- 
semblymen Ainsworth and Gallup were among 
those present, having been subpcmnaed on be- 
half of the State. 

Upon cross-examination Whittemore admitted 
that,.in order to properly construct the iron- 
work, it was necessary to change the orig- 
inal plans. He showed, in specitentons | 
several places where it was require 
that floor beams should be higher than 


they are now. s80 that the ceiling 
also would be from 6 to 8 feet higher. 
According to his interpretation of the plans the 
ceiling should have been raised six feet. If 
girders were piaced 87 feet long they would 
pierce the north and south walls and rest on 
columns. 

Frederick Wolfe of the firm of J. & C. Wolfe 
of New-York, ~ whom the Assembly glass 
windows were furnished, was called by the 
State. Mr. Wolfe testified that he had 
furnished glass for Snaith for several years 
and had a running account. His tirm had 
borrowed money of Snaith at various times, 
ana their account up to’ the présent time had 
not been closed, as the firm and Snalith could 
NOt agree as to how much money was Owing to 
the latter. 

Fremont Colo testified as to the proceedings 
of the Assembly committee which made tho 
contract for the work. He could not swear 
positively whether or not the papler-maché 
clause was in the contract when be signed it, 

The board adjourned until April 8. 





SAILORS’ SNUG HARBOR, 


SEVERAL SUSPENDED INMATES ARE 
INSTATED BY THE TRUSTEHFS. 


A meeting of the Trustees of Sailors’ Snug 
Harbor was heid yesterday afternoon over the 
Seamen’s Bank for Savings at 74 Wall-street. 
President Charles 8. Smith of the Chamber of 
Commerce occupied the chair, and the other 
Trustees present were the Rey. Dr. Morgan 
Dix, the Rev. R. D. Harlan, Capt. James 
Parker, and Capt. F. A. Martin. The absentees 
were Ambrose Snow, Mayor Grant, and Re- 
corder Smyth. <A ship’s crew of old salts oceu- 
pied the corridor, but only three wit- 
hesses were called. After August Nyland 
and Capt. J. Urqubart had been exam- 
ined, Capt. Trask, who was present, sent for 
Cc.

TO PREVENT BLACKMAIL 


TWO BILLS DIREOTED AT THE 
POLIOE DEPARTMENT. ~ 


.THE GOOD GOVERNOR’S CHARITY TO 


THE YEOMANRY—OPPOSITION TO THE 
SYRACUSE WATER-WORKS PLAN. 


ALBANY, Maroh 13.—Senator Van Gorder’s 
Dill, the Andrus bill in the House prohibiting 
police officials or their subordinates trom being 
interested in the manufacture or sale of apy 
spirituous or malt liquors, passed the Senate 
this morning. Senator Jacobs created a laugh 
by voting for the bill after explaining that it 
would remove a high Republican official, (a 
New-York Police Commissioner, said to be in- 
terested in a brewery,) and he could therefore 
favor the measure without injuring his con- 
science, 

Mr. Andrus of Erie called up inthe House to- 
night his bill, which is similar to Van Gorder’s. 

Mr. Coons of Schoharie wanted to insert two 
amendments, one to include Commissioners and 
Inspectors of Excise, the second to permit those 
persons affected by the provisions of the bill to 
manufacture liquor, but not to solicit. : 

Mr. Andrus spoke for the measure. It was in 
the interest of pure and upright morals. Be- 
yond doubt the police interference against 
saloons in New-York was tyrannical and des- 
potic. Many respectable men were driven out*® 
of business because of the extortions. The bill 
would cure many abuses which now existed and 
flourished. 

Mr. Blumenthal of New-York could not deny 
that the evil existed in New-York. The danger 
was notin the manufacture, but in the solicita- 
tion. The gravest criticism to be made against 
the bill was that it disqualified men interested 
in the liquor traftic from holding office, He 
thought it ought to be amended to overcome 
this danger. 

Mr. Andrus refused to accept the amendment 
that the officials falling under the operations of 
the act should manufacture but notselicit, which 
plainly would have killed the measure for all 


practical purposes; but he did consent to take 
the second, to include Excise Commissioners 
and Inspectors, and the House in voth instances 
stood by him. The bill was ordered to third 
reading. 


*.* 

Gov. Hill went to New-York last Friday and 
utilized his time valuably. One of the effects 
was recognized this morning when Senator 
Cantor introduced a bill providing that the 
Controller of the State shall refund pro rata to 
the counties of the State the $1,800,000 left 
over in the State Treasury of the items vetoed 
by Gov. Hillin the Supply bill. Of course this 
is the clever trick of a demagogue. 

One year the Governor tells the honest yeo- 
manry of the State: ‘*I have saved you $1,800,- 
000,” after the said honest yeomanry was taxed 
for the amount and the money is paid into the 
Treasury. The next year the Governor says to 
the honest yeomanry: “Lo, I shall return to 
you the $1,800,000 that [ savea you last year 
by the skill of my veto! And what a handsome 
thing you have of it, and how much you are in- 
debted to me !” 

The bouest yeomanry does not stop to think 
how much more patriotic the Governor would 
be and how much better, from an economical 
Btandpoint, the yeomanry would beif the Gov- 
ernor only allowed the woney to remain in the 
State Treasury to liquidate this year’s ex- 
penses, There would be satisfaction in this, 
but there is none in the contemplated move. 
The tax rate for this year will not De diminished 
if the money is divided among the counties. 

Mr. Hoag of the Eleventh New-York Dis- 
trict started to introduce the bill in the Assem- 
bly to-night, but before it was recorded he 


‘discovered its demagogical nature and asked 


leave to withdraw it. 


There was quite a sharp discussion in the 
Committee of the Whole of the Senate to-day 
over Mr. Van Gorder’s bill, which provides for 


the publication, in at least two newspapers in 
each county which supports two papers, of all 
general and loeal laws which snali hereafter be 
passed, provided they are published in the body 
of the newspapers. 

Mr. Erwin opposed the bill, claiming that it 
wonld be unwise to interfere with the functions 
of the various Boards of Supervisors. He 
praised the country papers as the ones most 
gonerally read by the agricultural community, 
and expressed the opinion that the laws should 
be printed in the supplements of these papers 
if the publishers saw fit to do ao. 

Mr. Fassett also spoke a good word forthe 
country newspaper and the supplement idea, 
and Mr, Vedder favored letting the present law 
governing the matter remain in force. Fora 
half hour Senators, who never read laws pub- 
lished in the newspapers, arzued this question. 
Finally Senator Jacobs offered an amendment 
tothe effect that the County of Kings be ex- 
empted from the provisions of the law. The 
committee will sit again on this question. 


Senator Stewart and Mr. King in the House 
introduced a bill appointing Cherles P. Daly, 
Frederic R. Coudert, George W. Quintard, 
Robert A. Cheesebrough, John H. Watson, John 
Clatlin. and Charles Strauss Commissioners to 
select and locate lands in the Twelfth Ward in 
New-York City for public parks. They shall 
receive no compensation, but are authorized to 
procure maps and plans aud to employ a sur- 
veyor atan expense not exceeding $500. The 
first meeting of the Commissioners shall be 
held within thirty days.

A bill which was prepared by the statutory 
revision commission, providing that, whenever 
lands have escheated to the State, claimants 
may appear before the Land Commissioners at 
any time within forty years, ana, if successful 
in establishing title, secure the return of the 
lands, was sent to the desk to-day by Senator 
Deane.

The New-York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation have drawn a bill, which Senator 
Cantor introduced to-day, providing that any 


vessel not carrying restricted goods may tie up 
at any pier, wharf, or bulkhead in the city of 
New-York, which is not used by auy estan- 
lished line carrying passéngers. 


Senator Ives has a bill empowering the Goy- 
ernor to appoint three Commissioners to ex- 
amine the Civil Code prepared by the Commis- 
sioners of the Code, a3 it passed the Senate in 
1888, and report tv the Legislature whether 
any of the sections, and which of them, would 
effect substantial ohanges in the existing 
law of the State, and if so, whether 
such changes are desirable, and if not desirable 
what amendments should be made, The Com- 
missioners Must be lawyers of at least twenty 
years’ standing, or Judges or ex-Judges of the 
supreme Court, anc receive no pay for their 
work.

Just before the close of the session to-day Sen- 
ator Brown introduced two bills. One increases 
the com pensation of the Brooklyn Bridge police- 
men on the New-York side $50 a year, making 
it equal that of the policemen on the Brookirn 
side; the other provides that any city may pur- 
chase an armory site, if it so dexsires, without 
condemning the property, if the Board of E£ati- 
mate approve.

Some of the Senators made a desperate effort 
to adjourn to-day until Monilay night, but were 
unsuccessful. After all but twelve Senatora 
been excused until Monday Mr. Linson offered

KEATING IN A FIST FIGHT 


HE BXOHANGES BLOWS 
STEPHEN O BRIEN. 

THE EX-WARDEN FARES RATHER BAD- 
LY IN THE ENCOUNTER—THE STORY 

OF THE FEUD IN THE EIGHTEENTH. 


The Eighteenth Assembly District has always 
been fertile in feuds. When ex-Sheriff James 
O’Brien and Richard Croker and their followers 
were pitted against each other there, the fac- 
tional fights ran fast and furious. It was in 
one of these brawls between the factions that a 
man was shot and Richard Croker was arrested. 
However, he was exonerated. 

After this affair the Eighteenth still continued 
a favorite fighting ground,and yesterday an- 
other one of the feuds resulted ina fight. The 
belligerents were ex-Warden James P. Keating 
of Ludlow-Street Jalil, now under indictment 
for extortion, and Stephen O’Brien. 

Keating is the Tammany leader of the Eizht- 
eenth. O’Brien is a brother of ex-Sheriff James 
O’Brien, who is now one of the leaders of the 
County Democracy in the Eighteenth, having 
recently joined his forces with those of that 


organization. O’Brien is an ex-Exctse Inspector 
He and Keating came very near coming to 
blows on Wednesday when they met on Thira- 
avenue and Thirty-fourth-street. According to 
O’Brien’s story of this [ogee emp skirmish, 
Keating accused him of being the cauze of his 
troubles, and threatened to strike him. Then 
O’Brien prepared to strike him, but a poiice- 
man interfered and separated the men. 

The scene of yesterday’s conflict was notin 
the Eighteenth District, but in front of the 
engine house at the corner of Chambers and 
Centre streets. Keating was standing near the 
entrance to the engine house talking-to a friend 
when Stephen O’Brien came alung, and the ex- 
Warden stepped up to him and said in sub- 
stance: 

“You are atthe bottom of this trouble, you 
scoundrel.” 

Keating meant his indictment and the ex- 
posures which led up to it. He drew back his 
fist to strike O’Brien, when the latter quickiy 
ype @ stinging blow on Keating’s throat. 

he blow was eflective enough to partially 
stagger the Tammany leader, and O’Brien fol- 
lowed it up with two others, which landed in 
the vicinity of Keating’s mouth. Oneof them cut 
the ex-Warden’s lip. Meanwhile Keating had suc- 
ceeded in getting in a blow or two on O’Brien’s 
head, but they were not especially effective. 
The men were separated very quickly, and a 
big crowd collected to see the combatants. A 
policeman happened along about this time, and 
Keating wanted to have him arrast O’Brien for 
assaulting him. The policeman declined to do 
80 because he bad not seen the fight. 

Then the ex-Warden hurried into the Sheriff’s 
office to bathe his wounds and recuperate. 
O’Brien went over on the sunny side of Cham- 
bers-street and explained to his friends that 
he was not to blame for the row. He said that 
the Tammany people had caused him to lose 
his place as an Excise Inspector and had 
caused himtobs ‘tired ont” of some other 
jobs. Hia brother Patrick was removed from 
a@ place in the Courtof General Sessions by 
Tammany influence. 

Keating’s friends explained that the ex-War- 
den had come to the conclusion that as soon as 
ex-S8berift O’Brien afliliated himself with the 
County Democracy in the Eighteenth ‘Assembly 
District he began to look about him for some 
way to weaken the power of Keating, and that 
it was he who instigated the scheme which 
caused the Herald tosenda reporter into Ludlow 
Street Jail to expose his mismanagement. Hav- 
ing come to this conclusion, Keating, it is 
avorred, made up his mind to have it out with 
the first member of the O’Brien family that he 
came across, and itso happened that Stephen 
was the tirst one he met, 

That the row will be carried back into the 
Eighteenth District was the general opinion. 
The feud that existed before is likely to be 
more bitter than ever now, and the trouble is 
that the friends of the combatants are likely 
to make the quarrel their own. 

Of the two parties to yesterday’s conflict 
Keating is the larger and younger. O’Brien is 
shorter in stature, and many pounds lighter. 
Their friends are afraid that they will come to- 
gether again if the opportunity presents itself. 


HE GETS KEATING’S PLACE.

DENNIS F, CRAY APPOINTED WARDEN 
OF LUDLOW-STREET JAIL. 


The vacancy made by the resignation of 
James P. Keating as Warden of Ludlow-Street 
Jail was promptly filled yesterday by Sheriff 
Flack, who appointed Dennis F. Cray to suc- 
ceed him. Sheriff Flack’s affiliations with Tam- 
mauy just now are notof a kind to make it 
necessary for him to consult with tho leaders 
before making an appointment, so he went 
right ahead and filled the place on his own 
hook. Cray was appointed a keeper in iudlow- 
Street Jail by Mr. Flack soon after he became 
Sheriff, and has held that place ever since. He 
lives inthe Eighteenth Assembly District and 
is a member of the Tammany organization 
there. 

David McGonigal, deputy in the Order of Ar- 
rest Department, bas not resigned, propably for 
the reason that he has no place to resign from. 
The deputies in this department are not on the 
same footing as are depuiies in other depart- 
ments. They are not required to give bonds, 
and they get their pay in fees. They are spe 
cially deputized on each case upon which they 
are employed, and when the case is finished, so 
far as they are eoncerned, their effies is ended 
until other jobs are given to them. [t looks as if 
McGonigal would have to wait a long time be- 
fore being sent out as a deputy by the Order of 
Arrest Department. 

The Grand Jury have not closed their exam- 
ination into the state of affairs at Ludlow-Street 
Jail with’ the indictment of Warden Keating, 


but intend to thoroughly overhaul the peculiar 
methods that are said to prevail in that institu- 
tion. A visit will be made to the jail, and per- 
sons connected with it will be summoned betore 
the Grand Jury for examination. There is be- 
— to be au ample tield there for investiga- 
tion.

LIFE ON THE ENTERPRISE 


WORDS GOOD AND BAD FOR 

'  OOMMANDER MOALLA. 

STORIES OF THAT OFFICER’S BRUTAL- 
ITY COUPLED WITH TESTIMONY OF 
HIS COURTESY AND LENIENCY. 


It was another day of exceeding uupleasant- 
noses for Commander McCalla—ycsterday’s ses- 
sion of the naval court of inquiry into the facts 
concerning the cruise of his white-hulled ship, 
the . Enterprise. He was forced to listen 
Yo many disagreeable statements by thse 
officers under his command and to hoar repeat- 
ed for the first timein public another story of 
ap occasion on which he permitted his temper 
to get the better of his judgment. 

The first witness to appear in the chair 
was Lieut. P. J. Werlich, watch officer of 
the Enterprise. The stereotyped introductory 
question had been changed, and the witness was 
‘requested to state whether there had been any 
‘departures from the regulations governing the 
‘discipline of his ship during her cruice just 
ended. Hesaid he thought there had been. 
The nature of many of the punishments inflicted 
—the contining vf amanin tho coal bunkers, 
the ironing of men together, the lashing of 
men to the Jacob’s ladder—all these were de- 
Partnres from the discipline rezulations. 

Lieut. Werlich related a case of what he 
termed unjust punishment. A seaman’s ap- 
prentice, a boy named Graham, Lad been putin 


irons and Kept there for tive days for being off 
his post. At the end of the five days it was dis- 
covered that the boy had obtained permission 
from the proper officer to be absent from his 
post. Commander McCalla thereupon released 
the boy and had entered in the lox—the first 
entry concerning the case—a leng statement 
embodying these facts. This was in January

The witness next told of two men who were 
ironed together and kept on deck, slecping at 
Nivht, still in irons, on tarpaulins for nearly a 
week. They were afterward further punished 
by being given extra duty to perform, In No- 
vember, 1888, while the Enterprise was at 
Rouen, severai men were ironed hand and ivot. 
Axreat number of people visited the ship at 
this place, and in order that the shackle? pris- 
oners Might not be seen they were moved ior- 
ward and a screen put up about them. Two of 
the men managed to get their ley Irons 16036 
and escaped, carrying the hand irons with 
them. To prevent any dther escapes the com- 
mander then haa the prisoners laid Out on a 
rew on the deck, ironed them together, and had 
their jeg irens uiade fast to the starboard buwer 
ehain. Then there were no more escapes. 

** Were their hands and feet iroued together 9” 
asked the Judge Advocate. 

“No,” the Witness uaively replied. 
were not trons enough on board the ship. 
were short.” i 

In the case of the man Swaglich, who was 
kept a week in a strait jacket, the witness said 
that the fellow had beeu very drunk and the 
jacket was puton to keep him from drinking 
wny more—to prevent him rrom raising his 
bands to hismouth. Once the witness noticed 
him perform this operation even with tne 
— on, and on investigation fouad that the 

acing in the back Was not taut, The master at 
arms told him that the man’s Gumrades in pass- 
ing him would give the lacing aosly pull until 
his pinioned arms were practically free. Tuis 
was related as an illustration of the dodges the 
men were up to in gratifying their craving for 
rong drink. 

The witness was asked if he had ever seen an 
officer strike or use abusive lauguage to or make 
threatening gestures at avy of the men. Heo 
said he hud never seen anything of the kina, 
but had heard of sucb occurrences. He had 
heard men called “foois” and “old fools” by 
their officers. The reguiar naval system of hav- 
ing all investigations snd awards of punish- 
ments Made by the Commander of a vessel was 
not, be said, observed on board the Enterprise. 
Most of the minor offenses were investigatea 
by the executive officer, Lieut. Ingersoll. All 
serious cases, however, received the personal 
attention of Commander McCalla. 

Mr. Menzies of Commander McCalia’s coun- 
sel, who freguently fails into the habit of testi- 
tying himself ana’ then asking the witness if 
What he says is notse, Degau operatious upou 
Lieut. Werlich in this Mauner on cross-axam- 
ination, but, in the expressive language of his 
Hoosier State, he **struck a oy # at the very 
outeet. The witness declined to be simply ac- 
quiescent. He wanted to taik himself, and he 
did so. [t was first suggested to bimw that what- 
ever else was done, all reports received atten- 
tion—none of them were ignored, es the fire- 
eater of the day before bad said. They re- 
ceived this much attention, the witness sald, 
they were listened to. 

Lieut. Werlich declined to say, as Mr. Menzies 
suggested, that Swaglich was a ‘touch iot.’’ 
Yhe man, when in liquor, was a very noisy fel- 
low, he said, but periectly bharmicss. His con- 
stant drunkenness he did admit was a very bad 
example to the crew. The witness also po- 
litely refused to adopt as his own Mr. Menzian’s 
statement that the men put in irons were thus 
contined in order that they might get sober. 
They were ironed and made to stay on the 
quarter-deck, be said, purely as a punuishinent 
for the offense they had committed. Kverybody 
supposed that some of the mon ironed would 
be tried by court-martial, aud that they were 
put in irons simply to secure them, and not as 
a@puuishment. But they ueover were 60 tried, 
The putting of them in irons was their punish- 
ment, too. 

“Don’t you think,” asked Mr. Menzies, lead- 
ing again, “that those men who got drunk in Rus- 
Blaand who were ironed tegviher on the quarter- 
deck were punished very lightly for their 
ae ee you think their puuishment was 
cruel?” 

“I think,” the witness diplomatically replied, 
“that it would have beeu better for tne dis- 
cipline of theship-if they had been tried by 
summary court-martial. Their offense was, in 
my opinion, one vf the most serious olfenses a 
Bea2Mail cau Commit.” 

Lieut. Werlich praised Commander McCalla 
for the manner iu which Le enforced certain 
drills. In the progressive, newer drills, he 
said, no sbip’s crew that he had ever Known 
Was 80 proficient or so persistently labored 
with in instruction, Great care was taken ulso 
to cultivate the firing drills, and the Command- 
er never lost an opportunity to send tne men 
on shere fortarget practice. The vessel, he 
said, Was DOL as cieaD as Other vessels he had 
seen, but there were many circumstavees which 
operated against cleanliness on board ship. 
Coal was taken on very frequently for one 
thing, and another was that the grip broke out 
among the crew and the sureeonu advised all 
washing of decks to be suspended while the 
epidemic lasted. It was necessary for sanitary 
reasons to keep the vessel as dry as possible. 

The witness voncluded bis testimony by a 
Statement that in his opinion altogether teo 
much liberty to the men had been granted by 
Commander McCalla. It wade it ofttiwes dilli- 
cult tv carry on the routise work of tne ship. 
Liperty was granted at ali times and places. 
Oncs, while at Bristol, twenty or thirty of the 
quen had obteined permission to «vu ashore at 
lo’clock 1n tho morning. As for the crew 
itself, Lieut. Werlich said that it was better 
than the average crow-—beiter than those he 
had seen on the Pacific coast. 

Surgeon C. G. Herndon of tha Enterprise, the 
second of the interesting George Washington's 
Bictbday party at bermuda to take the stand, 
wus the next witness cailed. Ie examined the 
wound inflicted by Commauder McCalla’s agile 
sword on Fireman Walker's head, be said, and 
Jound it to be busa “slight cui’ an inch aud a 
half loug and penetrating ouiy throush the 
skiv. Hedressed it with anti-sepile dressing, 
and the wound hoaied rapidiy aud easily. Sur- 
geon Herndon’s testimony on one point did not 
agree with that of the otber wituesses. They 
guid that Walker yelled and sewore ior 
hours after he had been struck The 
Surgeon said that the man was noisy 
and that with a dose of morphia he quicted 
him. An hour and a half later Walker became 
“restless” again, and the surgeon again quicicd 
him—this time permanoentiy—witu another dose 
of morphia. ‘The Surgeon also disagreed with 
Lieut. Mulligun when by said thad he uever 
Baw @ gag in Walxer’s mouth. 

This witness had never seen even the slight- 
est infraction of the regulations governing 
ship discipline. Everything bad gone along 
nicely an swooLkiy from start io finish. 
On cross-examination—conducted this time by 
Joseph H. Choaie—le said that he bad had 
exooeptional facilities for observing the conduct 
of Commander McCaila toward oliicers aud 
crew; in fact, he had, at McCalla’s invitation, 
made the commMander’s cabin Mis study during 
the whole time of the cruise, and McCalla haa 
been uniformly kind, courteous, aud altogether 

leasing. Toward the sick he was especially 
Kina and thoughtful, and in the sanitary ar- 
runge:ments he was very careful, : 

Tho fourth of the famous Bormuda quartet 
—the gentleman whe wore von his ruby head 
that royal day the hat that ropreseated the 
foarth beloved brother of George Washington— 
lolluwea Surgeou Herndon on the stand. He 
wus PaymasterJonn A. Mudd of tho Enterprise. 
Neither bad he witnessed any departure from 
naval regulations on thas ship. ie, however, 
had seen Commander McCallie strike Fireman 
Walker with nis sword. He was on tie quarter 
deck that night whea the trouble began 
Waiker came up on deek and used language to 
him waich was farfrom velng gentlemanly. In 
tact, Lieut. Mudd observed, it ws quite 
abusive. Ke ordered the man to go right back 
to where he came from, but tue man declined to 
go. Whereupon tio Lieutevant calied to his 
assistance (our able-bodied inen, who fell upon 
Walker andironed bis hands benind him, much

 eanane commander came on deck, and after 
awhile tae witness heard him ‘‘say something 
nbdout his eword.” When the weapon came Mc- 
Calla tapped the manaeled mau on the head 
with the biade and then struck him with 16 
twice. “Then,” said the witness, “Mr. Waikor 
became—er—quiet, and !—I—er—shortly after— 
er—went below.” i p 

The wituess knew of no other case :n which 
an officer had struck a man or attempted to ao 
go. He once saw a man lashed to a Jacob's lad- 
der, but “the thing” had mado no impression 
on bie wind. He bvelieveu the man had beon 
punished tor being drunk. He did not loek at 
ine feliow very closely—just glanced at him 
aud passed on. : 

The witness shone in his cross-examination. 

said he really hadn’t paid much atvention

to the Walker inoident—an incident whieh a 
mach older officer had characterized as the 
most remarkable he had ever seen on board a 
man-o’-war—but he was sure that the fireman 
‘was very violent. He also remembered that 
Commander McCallahad exhausted all ordinary 
“oe of quieting him before he called for his 
swor 

“What, in your opinion, would have resulted,” 
asked Mr. Choate, ‘1f Commander McCalla had 
not silencea Walker in some way—if he had 
yielded’ to the situation 9” 

“Well, I—er—really, I—that is to say,” re- 
apensee the witness wildly. “{—er—I never 
thought of that; that you know,” as a bright 
idea struck him, “that couldn’t happen op & 
man-of-war. But,” he continued, somewhat 
more coherently, “the effect might have been 
reper The man might have taken charge of 
the ship !” 

There was only one thing for Commander Mc- 
Calla to do under the circumstances, he said, 
and for his purt he was very glad when he saw 
= Commander reduce the fireman to submis- 
sion. 

“It was a serious moment, was it not?” Mr. 
Choate asked him. 

“Oh yes, quite. Most decidedly,” he respond- 
ed, smiling at his questioner. 

Lieut. Frank M. Bennett, assistant engineer 
on the Enterprise, began his testimony witn 
the reiation of an incident of the oruise hitherto 
unpublished. When the vessel was at Gibraltar 
in March, 1888, an accidenc occurred to the 
machinery of @ steam cutter in charge of 
Thomas helan, an‘ engine-room man. Al- 
though the acoident was due to no fault of or 
negligence on the part of Whelan, Commander 
McCalla put the unlucky man in trons, Kept 
him in them for some hours, and then made 
him do extra duty in stowing coal. On the 
same day Whelau was reduced in rating for his 
otfense. He was later on tried by summary 
court-martial and acquitted. Thus he had been 
punished four times for no offense at all. 

The witness then told another pg meme story. 
An armorer named Kennedy, while loading a 
revolver for practice in the presence of the 
Commander, accidentally discharged the weap- 
on. Commander MecCalla immediately called 
the man in the presence of the crew a **——— —— 
old fool’ and relieved him from duty. He like- 
wise addressed other uncomplimentary remarks 


to Kennedy which the witness did not remem-.-: 
He admitted that the accident came near | 


ber. 
resulting dangerously, but thought that the 
man should have been reprimanded in some 
other way. In speaking of Walker, the witness 
said at one time the man had tho reputation, of 
being crazy. f ‘ 
Mr, Choate started in in oross-examining the 


witness by asking him practically if he had not. 


been cvached in hig testimony and afterward 
asked him if he had ever made any written 
statement about events which occurred on tue 
cruise of the Enterprise. The witness declined 
to answer the last question as he said that the 
question meant prying into his private cor- 
respondence. The court sustained him and Mr. 
Choate then asked: ‘“*Have you written ina 
letter or otherwise anything about the matters 
concerning» which you have testifled here to- 
day?’ The witness again deelined to answer 
and was again sustained, 

Mr. Choate then got up and addressed the 
court. He said that groasly-exaggerated re- 
ports of the cruise of the Enterprise had found 
their way into print, and he hoped to show the 
avimus which prompted those reports— perhaps 
through the present witness. The court still 
held that he had no right te demand private 
correspondence, Whereupon Mr, Choate assert- 
ed thatit there had been, as he believed, a con- 
spiracy entered into to defame Commander Mc- 
Calla and that Lieut, Kennett was a party to it, 
he thought ne should have the right to show it 
and to show it through letters written by that 
otheer. The witness asked for the protection of 
the court from ‘the scurrilous attack’ made 
on him by Mr. Choate, and he gotit. A consid- 
erable amount of acrimonious discussion result- 
ed in no benefit to the lawyer, and the witness 
jeft the stand. F 

Chief Engineer James E. Entwistle and En- 
sign Kline, who will prefer charges againsé 
Commauder McCalla, were next called, but as 
their charges will form a hearing by them- 
selves, they kxeve no important testimony. 
Neither did Lieut. H. K. White of the Murine 
Corps. Ensign Kline did corroborate some of 
the testimony xiven by previous witnesses, but 
tuat was all. 

The hearing wlilcontinue at 10 o’clook this 
morning. It will probably be continued every 
day except Sunday till the end of next week, 


TRIAL OF COMMANDER COGHLAN. 

The court-martial in the case of Commander 
J. B. Coghian, United States Navy, convened 
yeaterday at the Mare Island Navy Yard, on the 
Pacific coast, to try that ollicer on charges 
based on an article written by Commandsr Cogh- 
lan tothe Vallejo Chronicle. The members of 
the court consist of Commodore A. E. K. Ben- 
bam as President, Commodore John Irwin, 
Capts. George C. Remey, John C. Watson, and 
John W. Philip, Commanders Louis Kem pff ana 
Nicoll Ludlow, and Lieut. Commanders Thomas 
Pérry and Charies H. Stockton as members, 
with Lieut. Willlam E..Sewell as Judge Advo- 
Gate. 

Commander Coghian is accused of ‘‘conduct to 
the prejudice of good order und naval disoi- 
pline,” and the “lawful regulation” issued by 
the Secretary of the Navy. ‘Tho specifications 
set forth that the acvused— 

‘Did with a view to its publication write a cor- 
tain letter of and concerning public work conduct- 
ed under direction of the Bureau of steam Kngi- 
neering and tho official superintendence of public 
work theretofore performed at the navy vard, Mare 
Island, California, and of and concorning officers of the 
line, Medical, Pay, aud Hngineer Corps of the navy, 
and did procure dnd cause the said letter to be pub- 
lished ou the 20th day of December in the Vallejo 
Evening Chronicle, which eaid publication was 
wholly irregular and uobotficer-llike and preju- 
dicial to good order and naval discipline, and 
eer gnerwrio in that the said Coghlauv did, in 
said published letter, criticise unfavorabiy aud im- 
properly public work performed under tie direc. 
tion of said burean, and under the superintendence 
of officers of said navy yard, and the porformance 
of their official duties by olticers of the line, Med- 
ical, Pay, and Engineer Corps of the navy.” 

The Army and Navy Journal is of the opinion, 
and 1t would seom rightly, that 16 1s quity as im- 
portant to ascertain what trath there is in Com- 
mander Cogblan's statements as to determine 
whether or not he wrote the letter. The fact in 
the case appeurs to be that Commander Coghlan 
indiscreetly gave expression on paper to opin- 
iona that otticers are heard to express in con- 
versation daily, namely, the bad state of af- 
fairs in voxue in Many OF the navy yards. 

Commander Coghlan is at present the com- 
manding officer of the corvette Mohican, at- 
tached to the Pacific squadron. He is an ofticor 
with an excellent reputation in the service, 
though given at times to saying openly wiat 
had better, for his own interest, be unsaid.

Board bas been go rare that no ene can now re- 
call an instance except last year, and the prae- 
tice has been to re-elect such members ‘of the 
Doard as have shown an interest in the affairs 
of theclub. The nominations are made in a 
purely informal manper, no nominating com- 
inittee being appointed, but any number of 
members in excess of nine having the ;;ower to 
Diace candidates in nomination.

STEWART LEASEHOLDS SOLD. 


THE HILTONS GET THE PROPERTY AT 
BROADWAY AND TENTH-STREET. 


There was a large crowd assembled at the 
Real Estate Exchange at noon yesterday to 
witness the sale of the leasehold property of 
the A. T. Stewart estate, disposed of by the or- 
der of the executors of the will of Cornelia M. 
Stewart. The usual large buyers on the Ex- 
change were absent. 

Morris Wilkins of E. H. Ludlow & Co. was the 
auctionser. Ex-Judge Hilton came down town 
ina hansom and leaned negligently upon the 
railing of the rostrum, while his sons, Hen- 
ry G. Hilton and Albert B. Hilton, stood near 


him, ohatting confidentially with Col. Dodge, 
the agent of the Stewart estate. Ex-Judge 
Horace Russell came into the crowd during the 
roceedings and looked on, while Prescott 
all Butler, one of the chief litigants of Mrs. 
Stewart's will, stood near the rostrum. ; 

The big store at Broadway and Te nth-street 
was first putupfor sale. It was described as 
leased from the Sailors’ Snug Harbor for twen- 
ty-one years from May 1, 1861, with covenant 
for one renewal absolutely, and then with cove- 
nant either tu renew or to pay for baiiding; 
| ground rent at the renewal to be $37,50vU per 
annum, while the taxes for 1889 were $20,475. 
The premises are rented for $125,000 per an- 
num. The property was started at $300,000, 
when with jumps of $50,000 each it reached 
$500,000. Then the bidding progressed to 
5 athe when the bidders, who were Albert 
* B. Hilton and a friend of Mr. Butler, offered 
smaller amounts, up to $700,000, whieh was 
bia by Mr, A, B. Hilton and secured to him the 
property. 

For the other property there was much more 
porine gg, ow and the prices secured were very 
good. The four-storied brick dwelling at 21 
Brevoort-place, whose lease at $500 a year 
expires May 1, 1901, was sold to Mrs. H. 
Hemmerdinger, for $9,500; while the three- 
story house, 61 East Ninth-street, whose lease 
at.$1,000 year expires Aprii 30, 1892, was 
sold to Asher Weinstein, a real estate dealer, 
for $5,100. There was considerable interest 
manifested in the sale of the promises at 762, 
764, and 766 Broadway, the first and third 
being three-story brick buildings, while the 
second was a five-story iron building, whose 
leases expirein 1894, 1894, and 1598 respective- 
ly. No. 764 was the first one offered, and after 
asharp competition between A. B. Hilton and 
Simon Dessau, au importer of diamonds, the 
latter secured it at What was regarded as the 
high price of $20,250. Mr. Dessau also seoured 
762 aud766, for $4,600 aud $4,400 respectively. 

Asher Weinstein secured the four-story brick 
buildings 80 and'82 East Ninth-street, the 
leases oxpiring in 1897, fur $9,100 and $6,200 
respectively; While 84 East Ninth-street, after 
& sharp competition between Mr. Weinstein 
and Solomon Jacobs, was knooked down to the 
latter for $6,800. Its lease expires April 30 
of this year, but Mr. Jacobs has the privilege 
ofrenewal. A. B. Hilton, afterasharp contest 
between Mr. Jacobs aud himself, secured 86 
East Ninth-street, whose lease of twenty-one 
years will be renewed May 1, for 47,600. 
Prescott Hall Butler bought 143 East 
Eighth-street, a three-storied brick house, 
whose lease at $700 a year for, ground 
rent expires 1902, fur $13,500 after a spirited 
contest with Mr. Hilton, The buildings 56 and 
58 Fourth-avenue and 88 East Ninth-street, 
which are subject to leases which expire April 
30 of this year, Were sold as one parcel to D.

DEY GOODS FAILURE. 


HARBISON & LODER SUSPEND—LIABILI- 
TIks ABOUT $850,000. 

Tho failure of Harbison & Loder, wholesale 

dealers in dry goods at 379 Broadway, corner 

of White-street, yesterday, caused considera- 


ble surprise in the dry goods trade, The 
members of the firm, Edward Harbison and 
Noah Loder, made a general assignment, 
without preference, to Frederick J. Lan- 
caster. They turned over everyting to 
their creditors, including the residences 
of cach of the partners, Mr. Harbison rosides 


in Westfleld, N. J., and hia old homesteaa, 
which he has had for thirty years and valued 
at $25,000, was yesterday conveyed tv the 
assignee. Mr. Loder’s residence at 129 Pacitie- 
street, Brooklyn, which was also conveyed to 
the assignes, 18 valued at about $3,000, 

This firm did a conservative business, claim- 
ing a capital of $200,000, aud always had the 
contidence and respect of the trade, generaliy 
discounting their purchases, and their paper 
selling until recently at a very low rate. «rud- 
slreel’s reports show that the business was 
started in 1866 as Tingne, Harbison & Shiner. 
In Jenuary, 1872, they were succeeded by Har- 
bison, Shiner & Co. Mr. Loder bacane a part- 
per Jav. 1, 1479, the style of the tirm being 
changed to Harbison, Shiner & Loder. Mr. 
Loder, it Was said, put in $50,000 capital. He 
had previously been a partner in the oid firm 
of Loder & Lockwood. Mr. Shiner retired in 
Jauuary, 1883, and the style of the firm was 
again changed to Harbison & Loder, Their 
tuilure is ascrived to bad collections, carrying 
over a heavy stock of Woolen goods, inability to 
oblain any more accommodations On account 
of tight money, and dull trade. 

The store was closed yesterday, only credit- 
ors Deing admitted. Ex-Congressmau Jonn J. 
Adaws, the attorney for the firm, gald that the 
habilities Were about $350,000, and there were 
nominal aeseis exceeding $400,000, of whieh 
avout $125,000 to $150,000 is stock on hand 
aud the balance bills receivable. Besides the 
above assets there was the private property of 
the two partners. He thought the firm would 
want anextension. Many crediters had called 
and expressed their willingness to help the firm, 
and all manifested a friently feeling toward the 
firm, a8 the failure was an honest one, every- 
thing being turned over tu the creditors and no 
one preferred, not even the borrowed money. 
The causes, be suid, were very dul! business, 
inability tou borrow money to meet bills coming 
due, and poor collections. A committee of cred- 
itors would be appointed, as an inventory of 
the stock had been made, 

From other sources it was learned that the 
firm had $60,000 single-name papor out.

TWO VACANCIES TO BE FILLED IN THE 
BOARD—MR. ASTOR’S BEQUESTS.

Mr. South- 
mayd, the attorney who drew up Mr. Astors 
will, and several members of the board are of 
the opinion that the fund provided in the will 
is @ special fund, which can be used as desig- 
nated in the will without violating the spirit of 
the prohibitory clause. 

No part of the $400,000 left by Mr. Astor for 
the purchase of new books has as yet been 
turned overto the Trustese, The executors are 
given twe years to supply the money, but 1b is 
understood they will waive the delay and that 
extensive purchases of new books will be made 
within the next twelve months.

COMMISSIONER ADAMS AT LAST SETS THE 
BROOM BRIGADE TO WORK. 

The unusual sight of a couple of hundred 
laborers With brooms and shovels and teams 
attempting to make an impression on the filth 
that has been allowed to accumulate on the 
streets of Brooklyn eince Jan. 1 surprised 
Brooklynites yesterday morning. The force of 
public opinion, as expressed by the news- 
papers, was at° last too much for City Works 
Commissioner Adams to withstand, and late on 
Wednesday afternoon he made application to 
the Mayor for an emergency appropriation of 
$10,000 to use in cleaning the principal streets 
of the city until April 1, when the term of tiie 
contract entered into with Cranford & Valen- 
tine begins. 

The Mayor immediately approved the appro- 
priation and gave his written authorization to 
the Commissioner to go ahead and have at 
least the main thoroughfares of the city 
cleaned. George H. Sterling, Superintendent 
of the Strect-Cleaning Bureau, said that a-prop- 
osition submitted by Michael Mullady to do the 
work for $25 a mile had been accepted. He 
said that $10,000 would clean 400 miles of 
etreets, and that the first streets to receive at- 
tention would be those through which the 
street Gars run. 

Heman Clark of the firm of O’Brien & Clark, 
that had the contract last year, insisted yester- 
day that he had lost $60,000 by his contract. 
As he looked on at the piles of black, foul-sme)]- 
ing mud that were being scraped and shoveled 
upino Fulton-street, he said he would not take 
the contract to clean the streets in their pres- 
ent horrible condition for $75 a mile, 

Mr. Cranford of Cranford & Valentine, the 
new contractors, was also an interested ob- 
server of the operation. He sald that as soon 
as they took charge of the work on April 1 
they would have 500 men at work at a time,

NOT FORGOTTEN. 


COMMISSIONER LOOMIS LEAVES HAGAN 
IN CHARGE OF THE STREETS. 


Horace Leomis, Street-Cleaning Commis- 
sioner, left the dirty streets of the city behind 
him yesterday, and started off on a ten days’ 
trip. Edward P. Hagan, Deputy Commia- 
sioner, is now in charge of the office, and will 
be responsible for the condition of the streets 
during Mr. Loomis’s absence. It was given out 
at the office of the department that Mr. Loomis 
had started for Philadelphia ano Washington 
over the Pennsylvania Road, but it was re- 
ported about the City Hall that the Streer- 
Cleaning Commissioner had left the city on the 
New-York Central Railroad. ; 

Mayor Grant was rather surprised when he 
heard that the Commissioner had left the city. 
He was about to call a meeting of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to take action on 
Mr. Loomis’s specifications for the cleaning of 


the streets by contractybut the matter waa 
deferred. 

‘* Has Mr. Loomis resigned!” the Mayor was 
asked. 

‘* No, he has not.” 

“Will he take charge of the department 
when he returns, or do youexpect him to re 
sign?’ 

“Texpectea to see Mr. Loomis to-day before 
he went away, but I did not,” said the Mayor. 

About noon yesterday the Mayor received @ 
letter from the Commissioner in which he 
called attention to the fact that on Feb. 19 he 
had sent the specifications for the proposed 
contract for the cleaning of the streets to the 
Corporation Counsel’s office, but that they had 
not been returned to him. Mr. Loomis said in 
the letter that when these specifications were 
returned with the approval of the Corporation 
Counsel be would have the specifications print- 
ed and sent to the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. 





SUING HIS OWN WIFE. 


T. J. POWERS SAYS THAT HE HAS BEEN 
RQBBED OF HIS PROPERTY. 


Thomas J. Powers has just begun a suit in 
the Supreme Court against his wife, Hannah 
L., her brother-in-law, Robert W. Taylor, and 
his wife, Emma L. Taylor. The plaintiff says 
that he was possessed of a very considerable 
amount of property on Union-square, Four- 
teenth-atreet, Thirty-fourth-street, and Seventy- 
fourtb-street. In December, 1883, being em- 
barrassed by claims against him, he adopted 


Taylor’s suggestion that he should convey all 
his property to him and then thatit should be 
transferred to Mrs. Powers. This was done on 
the understanding that it should be reconveyed 
to Powers when he wanted it. 

In December, 1886, Mrs. Powers built upon 
the Seventy-fourth-street property a large 
apartment house, which she says cost $210,- 
000. Powers says it should not have cost more 
than $130,000. It brings in an income of $20,000 
a year. On this property Mrs. Powers save Tay- 
lor mortgages for $160,000, $6,000, and $27,000, 
which are payable next Novemben Powers says 
these were given without consideration, and are 
therefore invalid. He says Taylor has assumed 
control of the property, collects the rents, and 
has already applied $16,000 to nis own uses. 

He alleges a conspiracy between Taylor and 
Mrs. Powers torop him of his property. Tay- 
lor has threatened to dispose of the mortgages. 
Powers brings the suit to get his property back, 
to enjoin the foreclosure of the mortgages, and 
to prevent any conveyance of the property. 
Pending settlement, he asks that a receiver be 
appointed.

FOR LICORICE. 


A DRUG CLERK’S MISTAKE THROWS TWO 
PERSONS INTO CONVULSIONS. 


Julius Scheidemandel, aclerk employed in the 
drug store of Mrs. Caroline Dumpelman, 302 
Stanton-street, was arrested yesterday on a 
charge of having sold powdered digitalis for 
licorice powder, which mistake nearly caused 


the death of two womon. Scheidemandel is a 


licensed druggist, and he manages the store for 
Mrs. Dumpelman,whose husband was a licensed 
pharmacist. Since his death the widuw has 
continued the business. 

About a month ago the wife of James B. Me- 
Guire, an officer of the Supreme Court, living at 
338 Stanton-street, sent a neighbor’s boy to the 
drug store fora quantity of licorice powder. 
By mistake the clerk gave him powdered digi- 
lalis, a strong poison. Mra. McGuire and her 
niece each took avout a teaspoonful of the 
powder dissolved in water and were soon in 
convulsions. Dr. J. W. Hurley of 118 Cannon- 
street was called in and by prompt and ener- 
getic action, the Women were enabled to throw 
oif the poison and tneir lives were saved, al- 
though they have not yet fully recovered from 
the effects of the drug. 

McGuire placed what was left of the powder 
in the possession of the Heaith Department, 
and it was tested and analyzed by Chemist Kee- 
be. A Warrant was obtained for the arrest of 
tne drug clerk and he was taken into custody 
yesterday. At the Essex Market Police Ceurt 
he was held for examination. 





IMPROVING RIFLES, BIG AND LITTLE. 

It is rumored thut a former associate of the 
great engineer Ericsson has succeeded in 
introducing a process into the construction of 
heavy ordnance which eliminates, to a great 
extent, the porous defects so troublesome in 
high-powered guns, The exact nature of the 
process is not yet learned, but it is te be made 
publie in the course of a few weeks.

The 
latest hit appears to have been made in the 
compression of ordinary black powder, radial- 
ly, so as to insure tn a Sprinetield rifie a muzzle 
velocity of 2,190 feet per second, where heretu- 
fore only 1,300 feet could be obtained.
